Trains Begin Running Under Protection.

Company C officers on duty during the riot 


were Capt. Mair and Lieut, Harry C. Reed. 
Lieut. Reed was hit in the left temple by a 
sharp-edged rock.

Private W. H. Mc- 
lain was hit on the chin with a heavy stone, 
and the stock of his gun shows two indentations 
where it was hit with flying missiles. Private

All regular pas- 
senger trains entering and departing from the 
city over this route passed back and forth un- 
molested, and some had Pullman cars as a 
part of their equipmert. 

Something was done also in the way of 
moving freight. The Illinois Central brought 
ina long, heavily loaded train from t 
South yesterday about noon and the Michi- 
gan Central took one out last evening. A 
wrecking train under strong military guard 
went up and down the line lifting overturned 
cars off the track and setting them aside, 

Two Men Arrested as Hingleaders. 

The most exciting incident of the day was 
the arrest of two men at Kensington said to 
have been ringleaders in the acts of violence 
committed Friday. They were Frank Drier 
and Bob Gordon, the latter a Pullman 
striker. Deputy United States Marshal 
Stonehouse made the arrest. Drier is said to 
be the man who uncoupled the milk train 
engine that was sent wild down the track into 
a freight train, and Gordon, so the officers 
claim, was seen in the act of setting fire to a 
carat Burnside, They were taken first to 
Pullman, where Maj. Tolman detailed a guard 
to assist the marshals and they were brought 
to the city. 

A large number of strikers) and their hoad- 
lum followers hung around the saloons in 
Kensington all day and would congregate in 
the streets every time a train went by, but 
made no attempt to interfere with the move- 
ment of cars. In addition to the military 
protection afforded, nearly the same number 
of police were on duty at Kensington yester- 
day as the day before and they kept the depot 
platforms, the crossings,, the tracks and varia 
cleared. More police and the Deputy Mar- 
shals patrolled the Michigan Central tracks 
as fat out as the Indiana State line. 

The protecting force therefore in the region 
indicated numbers, all told, 1,200 men. The 
First Regiment in three battalions is 700 
strong; the Seventh Regiment has 250 
men; there ure in the neighborhood bf 
150 police and 100 Deputy Marshals. They 
can, should occasion require it, all be con- 
centrated at one point within an hour’s time. 
The First Regiment is divided between Pull- 
man, Burnside, and Fordham, but Col. Tur- 
ner says he is prepared to mass the men in 
fifteen minutes. Matters were conducted in 
the most systematic manner and on the sup- 
position that an attack might be made eso 
the worke at Pullman, the [llinois Central 
roundhouse and shops at Burnside, and the 
freight yards at Fordham. :

The pickets 
were put out in squads of ten, the squads be- 
ing in sight of each other, but in order to 
make communication sure, a single picket 
was placed midway between the squads.

Where the Torch Would Be Applied. 

The Third Battalion, Maj. Eddy in com- 
mand, is composed of Companies E, H, and I, 
their commanders being Capts. Koch, Bolte, 
and Isa bell. They cover the ground from 
Grand Crossing to the south end of the Ford- 
ham yards, in which there are from 400 to 
500 box and coal cars standing on side-tracks 
and where, could they get the chance,the mob 
would undoubtedly apply the torch. Squads 
of men wearing white ribbons waiked down 
from the crossing yesterday and leafed as 
near the yards as the pickets permitted them 
to get. They amused themselves by jeering 
and hooting at the soldiers. 

Col. Turner has a wire and nine operators 
at his headquarters, and was receiving and 
sending messages all day and night. He kept 
in constant communication/ with Gen. 
Wheeler, and informed him every hour as to 


the situation. The prevailing tone of these 
messages was to the effect that all danger- 
ous points were well guarded; that there were 
no disturbances, and that everything was in 
good shape. He also ordered the 100 mem- 
bers of the regiment who have no gums held 
in readiness at the armory. One hundred 
rifles were shipped from Springfield Friday 
night, but they got tied up somewhere on the 
road, and may not arrive before tomorrow. 

Sergt. F. B. Hart has charge of the sig- 
nal corps, which numbers nineteen men, and 
they have kept up a continuous system of sig- 
nals between the three points since daylight 
yesterday morning. There are four stations, 
located at headquarters, Pullman, Fordham, 
and Grand Crossing. The ones at Pullman 
and Fordham were on block tower bridges, 
and the one at Grand Crossing on a freight 
car. Last night the station at Pullman was 
shifted to the water tower.

At this the soldiers brought their 
bayonets to bear and every man who came 
near enough received a thrust. Capt. Chapin 
then ordered his men to disembark and 
charg on the mob, which fled like a flock of 
frightened turkeys. The soldiers then re- 
turned to the train and came on into the Un- 
ion Depot. 


After the train had gone) the police found 


Warzowski lying on the ground several hun- 
dred feet from the scene of the conflict: with 
a bullot hole in his back.

Martea Bach Meets Death. 

Martea Bach, 17 years old, while watching 
a mob of Bohemians and Italians who were 
trying to burn cars in the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy freight yards at Ashland avenue, 
was shot and instantly killed at 8 o’cléck last 
night. She was standing at the time on the 
roof of her home at the northeast corner of 
Ashland avenue and Nineteenth stteet. The 
mob had begun to stone the firemen who were 
at work extinguishing the flames in the cars. 
A detachment of police came to the res- 
cue and charged the crowd, dispersing 
them. In the excitement shots were fired and 
one of them struck Miss Bach, passing 
through her heart. Lieut. E the Des- 
plaines Street Station, who was command 
of the police, says that no shots were fired by 
the police while several were fired by the 
strikers. Spectators say on the other hand 
that the police fired over the heads of the 
crowd and that one of the bullets in all prob- 
ability struck Miss Bach. 

Several among the mob were slightly in- 
jured by blows from the clubs of the police 
and several of the police were hit by stones 
and other missiles thrown by the mob. Officer

DEBS QUOTED AGAINST HIMSELF. 


He Drafted the Firemen’s Laws Against 
Sympathy Strikes. 

ERRE Havursz, Ind., July 7.— [Special! 
Grand Master Sargent is 1 ee 
of messages from brotherhood firemen urg- 
ing him to order a sympathy strike. To all 
these he replies that under the law of the 
brotherhood he cannot do it. An interview 
with Debs at the time of an unfounded report 
from Buffalo in August, 1892, that Sargent 
would order a strike of firemen in sympathy 
with the switchmen is reproduced now to 
check Debs’ influence in the brotherhood, 
which influence is almost as strong as it is in 
his American Railway Union organization. 


| Debs said: 


In the first place it should be borne in 
mind that the Grand Master nor any other 
grand officer nor all of them combin can 
order a strike under any conceivable circum- 
stances and this is practically true of the 
grand officers of all other organizations of 
railway employés. In just one way can a 
strike be legally authorized and that is by a 
two-thirds vote of the members on the whole 
system. The Grand Master has no more au- 
thority to ordera strike than you have to 
deciare against Canada. A sym- 
pathy strike is simply out of 
the question under our present laws and I 
think I should know what the laws are, for 
with the exception of a paragraph or two of 
minor importance I drafted them all. Our 
laws provide explicitly that only the griev- 
ance of a member of our own order can be 
considered and that if a strike is inaugurated 
or participated in under any other circum- 
stances the members so offending shall be 
expelled.’’ 


STRIKE LOSING GROUND IN 


DENVER, 


Feeling Toward the Roads Growing More 
Favorable Daily. 

Denver, Colo., July 7.—The policy of the 
railway managers at-this point not to antag- 
onize the organizations among their employés 
more than necessary is beginuing to bear 
fruit. The feeling among the men is becom- 
ing distinctly more favorable towards the 
companies from day to day. Comparatively 
few Denver and Rio Grande employés in this 
city have struck. The road is tied up west of 
Pueblo on account of the strikers at Pueblo 
and Salida. Trains were running as usual be- 
tween Denver and Pueblo. The Santa Féand 
Gulf are running both passenger and freight 
trains. The Union Pacific is still tied up west 
of Cheyenne. The Rock Island is running 
trains between Denver and Iowa points.

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
decided by a close vote not to order a strike 
on the Denver and Rio Grande in support of 
the American Railway Union. Many of the 
firemen, however, have struck and are join- 
ing the American Railway Union. In conse- 
quence of the decision of the Colorado City 
branch of the American Railway Union not 
to order a strike on the Colorado Midland the 
members who were in favor of striking have 
applied to President Debs fora new charter. 

At a secret meeting.of Denver divigion No. 
34, Order of Railway Conductors, resolutions 
were adopted which havea bearing upon the 
big strike. The resolutions state that the 
order will sustain all its members, whether 
they be acting as .brakemen or switchmea, 
and advise them to continue to perform all 
work required of them and customary in such 
positions. The resolutions conclude:

FIRST BLOOD AT FORT WAYNE. 


Mob Attacks a Deputy Marshal and Beats 
Him Horribly. 

Fort Waywe, Ind., July 77.—[Special.|— 
Rioting was resumed in this city by the strik- 
ers this afternoon and the first blood was shed 
in an attempt made on Deputy United States 
Marshal Ryan. Trains on the Nickel Plate 
and Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago rail- 
roads were moved only with the aid of a large 
number of officers today. Superintendent - of 
Police Liggett and Sheriff Clausemeier held a 
consultation with Mayor Oakley early in the 
day and decided to mass the officers at the 
depot. Their 200 men were reinforced by 
the arrival of twenty-five Deputy United 
States Marshals from Indianapolis in charge 
of Harry Ryan. After one of 
the Pennslyvania company’s passenger 
trains had n successfully worked 
through the mob, Deputy Marshal Ryan, 
while attempting to read the Federal Court 
restraining order to a strike leader, was 
struck on the head witha large stone, which 

razed a policeman’s helmet in its flight. 
a drew his revolver and finished read ing 
the notice. Then he arrested his assailant, 
but the mob released the prisoner. An hour 
later Ryan, while buyinga cigar in the St. 
James Hotel, was set upon by the mob, sev- 
eral of his teeth were kuocked out and he was 
kicked until he lay insensible on the floor. 
He is now at Hope Hospital in a critical con- 
dition.

STRIKERS NOT TO BE TAKEN BACK. 


Santa Fe Informa All the New Men Their 
Places Will Be Permanent. 


Torgrxa, Kas., July 7.—[Special. ]—General 
Manager Frey of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé today sent out an order directed to 
all superintendents urging them to impress 
upon all concerned that none of the striking 
employés will be permitted to return to work 
underany circumstances and that all men 
who take the places of strikers will 
be given permanent positions in which 
they will be protected as long as they do 
their work satisfactorily. About fifty of the 
office meu were laid off today, and more will 
be laid off daily until the strike is brought to 
a close. All strikers and members of the 
Railway Union are being served with injunc- 
tions restraining them from interfering with 
the movement of trains or in any way ob- 
structing the business of the roads.

ARREST OF SIOUX CITY STRIKERS,

BRIDLE ON GOV. WAITE’S TONGUE. 


The Colbrade Executive Cautionsly De- 
nounces the United States Judge. 

Dexver, Colo. July 7.— [Special.] Gov. 
Waite and other orators spoke to an immense 
crowd till 11 -o’clock tonight, Hundreds 
could not get into the hall. The trouble which 
was feared did not occur. The Governor was 
cautious, but he denounced the instructions 
issued to the Deputy Marshals as a suspension 
of the writ of habeas corpus and of various 
other thi inalienabie from the people since 
the time of Magna Cherta. He held that the 
freedom of speech could not be abridged by 
giving a deputy the right to arrest a man for 
supposed contempt without a warrant. The 
deputies are supposed to judge whether words 
are contempt or not. He advised calmness 
and observance of the law. The fact the Pres- 
ident has not replied to his official letter re. 

arding the instructions, he said, occasioned 
fim surprise. 

The order of Marshal ‘Israel to ar- 
rest without warrant strikers, especially lead- 
ers, for merely counseling men not to work 
on railroads in the hands of receivers has 
created great excitement among the labor 
organizations. The strikers declare that no 
deputies will take them without a: warrant 
unless they kill them. President Haberling, 
who is directing the strike here, said: * I 
have advised all the men to in no way offer 
violence to officers. but we will fight and re- 
sist any urrests that are made without the 
process of the courts.” 

The strike in Colorado is practically broken. 
The action of the Federated Board of Union 
Pacific employés and that of the Order of 
Railway Conductors, together with Santa Fé 
eonductors and the Denver and Gulf en- 
amo having been sworn as Deputy United 


tates Marshals at their own request, 
practically settles the matter. The

MORE SERIOUS AT EVANSVILLE, 


Railroats Declare They Will Raise the 
Blockade at All Hazards. 

Evansvitue, Ind., July 7.—[Special.}— 
The local situation of the strike grows more 
serious daily. The Peoria, Deratur and 
Evans ville is the only line on which the strike 
has not been organized, and the employés on 
this road are daily looking for orders for 
a walk out. Col. I. J. Groves, United States 
Deputy Marshal, was called om last night by 
Louisville and Nashville railroad officials to 
furnish deputies in the yaris at this point 
and at owell. The officials of the 
road declare their determination to move 
freight trains at alf hazards and ask 
overninental protection. Deputy Marshal 
roves, not wishing to take the responsibility 
on himself without instructions from his 
superior officers, telegraphed Marshal Haw- 


kins, who repli ordering him to 
supply the railroads with deputies. 
It is estimated that there are 700 


men in the strike in this city and at Howell. 
On the Evansville and Terre Haute rail- 
road all the freight men are out, ex- 
cepting six switchmen at this point. 
The greater -portion of shopmen 
at Howell are still at work, but they are ex- 
pected to go out Monday or Tuesday. The 
officials of the Louisville and Nashville 
and Louisiana, Evansville and St. Louis 
are doing the switching fpr passen- 
er trains under police or United 
states Marshals’ protection. All clerks in the 
freightdepartment of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville road have been laid off on account of 
the strike. It is hard to estimate the loss to 
the business interests of this community, but 
it amounts to hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. Many carioads of perishable 
freight have been lost and the shipment of 
all kinds of freight, excepting to points 
reached by river or local points on the Deca- 
tur and Evansville railroad, have been cut 
off entirely.

Debs Orders One to Take Place as Soon as 
the Mon Are Ready. 3

can, President of the local branch of the 
American Railway Union, received a_tele- 
gram from Debs ordering a strike at mid- 
night tonight. Itis rot prebable the order 
will be obeyed just yet. The best informa- 
tion obtainable is that the men will not be 
called out tonight, while it is more than liké- 
ly there wi a tie-up here sooner or later, 
provided thé Chicago difficulties are not set- 
tled. There is no man in the 
city who can truthfully say 
that tie-up will begin, — 
himself admits that a strike of the members 
of the American Railway Union alone would 
be folly. The order is small numerically 
here and the strike would call out only a 
sinall proportion of the railway men here, 
less n 1 per cent. The Erie switchmen 
say they will go out if the Lehigh switchmen 
will. The situation in the other yards is 
about the same, A large percentage of the 
mea are ore than anxious to strike, but they 
cannot strike as individuals, and their organi- 


gations have as yet taken no action. 
It is the same with the trades 
unions. The Iron Trades Council is ready to 


strike, but has set no time, At 9 u’clock to- 
night Malican said there would be no strike 
tonight by the order of the American Rail- 
way Union.

Trouble Indicate a Daily Loss by the 
Warfare Against the Railroads of Over 
$2,000,000—General Situation Through- 
gut the Country as to the Number of 
Men Idle and the Effect on Business 
Interests. 

After twelve days of the great boycott 
against Western railroads by the American 
Railway Union there are some signs of im- 
provement in the situation in the Mississippi 
Valley States. In the Far West and North- 
west the crisis apparently has not yet been 


reached. Roads are tied up and strikers are 


still confident they are going to win. ‘The boy- 
cott was not inaugurated so readily in the 
Far Northwestern States as in those nearer 
‘the strike center in Chicago. In Illinois out- 
side Chicago and in Indiana and Missouri and 
portions of Wisconsin, the strike excitement 
is believed to have obtained its maximum 
and to be on the wane. Still, the situation is 
serious enough. In order to present succinct- 
ly the situation as it exists in the several 
States Tux Tainuxz prints special telegrams 
from practically all the towns where there 
has been trouble, and telegrams from other 
localities where trouble is threatened. 

Cairo, III., which a few days ago was at the 
mercy of strikers, has had six companies of 


+» cupdlitia sent there with the result of intimidat- 


mg strikers aud rendering it advisable to 
withdraw one-half the force. At Springfield 
the presence of the militia also had a quieting 
effect and the train service is better. Some 
Indiana towns show improvement, while oth- 
ers are at a standstill, Reports from Peru 
‘are that the situation is much better and that 
freight train service will be resumed tomor- 
row. In Iowa the men are quiet at the 
State Capital, while at Sioux City the 
worst 18 believed to be over, for the men are 


‘tTeturning to work, and 1,200 persons who 


were thrown out of employment in the pack. 
ing establishments have returned. In Cali- 
fornia the peop appear to be with the strik- 
érs in their fight against the Southern Pacific 
railroad, and there is no thought on their part 
of yielding the contest. Along the route of 
the Northern Pacific there is an abundance of 
strikers, and an uncertainty as to what will 
happen. In Colorado Federal troops have 
been called out. 

The effort of Debs to extend the boycott 


‘eastward has borne fruit at Cleveland, O., 


where chaos is beginning to reign. The or- 
ganizers of the union are spreading to some 
extent their influence still further east, but 
there is general confidence that serious results 
will not follow. That, however, was the belief 
of certain railroad lines when trouble was 
first instituted in Chicago. 
Outside the question of the turmoil of the 
strike itself is another serious factor. The 
strike is costing the country many millions of 
dollars. The dispatches printed from a ma- 
jority of the towns give an estimate of the 
osses thus far entaiied to the business inter- 
ests of the several communities. Figures 
compiled from these estimates show that the 
loss o business and the loss in wages 
of strikers aggregate $28;000,000. The 
estimate is believed to ber low. al- 
though it is the result of only a 
twelve-day boycott. The showi seems to 
indicate that George M. Pullman’s refusal to 
arbitrate and the efforts of the A. R. U. to 
foree him to are costing the country 52,300, 
000 a day. The-number of men thrown out 
of employment, both by railroads and manu- 
facturing establishments which have bean 
forced to shut down through lack of fuel and 
raw material, runs in the neighborhood of 
60,000 persons. Vice-President Howard of 
the A. R. U. estimated the railroad men on 
strike to number 51,900, distributed on the 
different railway systems as follows:

The daily loss on account of 
the strike to Union County fruit-growers and 
those dependent uponthem amounts to thou- 
sands of dollars. 

Champaign—The situation both here and 
in Urbana in regard to the strike remains 
about the same. The Wabash has run no 
trains over its branch from Sidney to this 
place for? five days. express is being 
broughtfrom Sidney. a distance of twenty 
miles, by wagons. The Central is running 
trains, both passenger and freight, without 
great delay. On the Big Four trains are run- 
ning, and at Urbana many of the strikers 
have returned to work, the company taking 
back the firemen who went out, but refusing 
to take back the shop men, fifty in number, 
who went out. The loss to the business inter- 
ests has hot been great in this city, as the Big 
Four has been running trains nearly all the 
time. 

Mattoon— After five days of anxiety by rail- 
road officials and employés the situation lo- 
cally shows a mark improvement, At no 
time has there been vidlence. The shop men 
of the Big Four have returned to work. The 
Peoria, Decatur and Evansville men refuse to 
go out, but the shops have been temporarily 
closed. All three roads here are sending cut 
passenger and mail trains on good time.

Terre Haute—The loss sustained here by 
wholesale and industrial interests so far is es- 
timated at $400,000.

Brazil— The railroad strike in this locality 
is proving a serious calamity for this city and 
county. Every mine in the county has been 
forced to close down and all the manufactur- 
ing establishments are at a standstill. Tais 
has thrown over 4,000 laborers out of work. 
The estimated loss of the workingmen in this 
county created by the strike is fixed at nearly 
$200,000 to date. 

Valparaizo— The strike situation is improv- 
ing here. All of the roads ran trains through 

y. Onthe Fort Wayne, both east and 
west trains were running nearly on time 
The Grand Trunk strikers are still making an 
effort to get back again. The strike has 
thrown over 200 railroaders out of work in 
this city, which means a loss in wages of 
nearly $500 a day. The business houses are 
running short of goods, nearly all of them 
having orders tied up on the road. It is esti- 
mated that the loss in this county will run 


over $2,500 a day. 

Indianapolis—The strike here has been 
lacking in sensations. Less than 100 men 
are actually out here, but the strikers claim 
ever 1,000, counting the railroad men from 
the different lines in the State who live here. 
The freight tie-up has been practically com- 

lete, nothing being done except local trans- 
fers. No through freight has been moved. 


| The local business is about 50 per cent of the 


normal. Outside territory in Indiana has 
suffered far worse than Indianapolis. The 
gas belt business is admittedly paralyzed and 
many of the prominent cities have had to 
haul supplies overland. Manufacturing in- 
terests are greatly demoralized and factories 
all over the State are on the eve of- closing 
down. Many have already done so. There 
is no basis from which to compute the finan- 
pat damage, but amounts to many thousands 
aily. 

Decatur—The railroad strike is beginning

The Chicago and Erie is also tied 
up here. 

Wabash—The backbone of the strike is 
broken here. This is true if indications 
count for anything. The Brotherhood of En- 
gineers has heida meeting and decided to 
resume work whether they are furnished 
brotherhood firemen or not. The engineers 
hu ve been supporting the firemen and Ameri- 
ean Railway Union men all through the diffi- 
culty; now they say they are tired and wil! do 
so no longer. The Wabash ran one train to- 
day; by Monday all the engineers expect to 
be at work, but the company will decline to 
reopen its shops for some time, Railroad 
officials feel confident that the end of the tie- 
up has been reached. 

Hammond—The situation here is still sftri- 
ous. About 2,000 men are out, and the loss 
to the business interests will reach thousands 
of dollars. 


Fort Wayne—While the strike situation 


here is more grave tonight than it was last 
nignt there is no apprehension of turbulence 
of a serious nature. It is estimated that 500 
men are idle owing to the strike. The loss to 
the business interests in this community is 
$100,000, and new interests are suffering 
every day. The mobs are not violent tonight, 
but allow passenger trains to go through be- 
tween lines of officers. 

Huntington—The strike situation is quiet 
and unchanged. One thousand men are idle. 
The ioes to the business community can be 
estimated at about $2,000 a day. 


MISSOURL. 


St. Louis—St. Louis suffers mostly from 
the strike because of its severity at other 
points. The number of men on strike here 
and in East St. Louis is about 2,200, and 
about 500 other trainmen, clerks, etc., are 
idle because of the inability of the railroads 
to transact any business. The loss to business 
interests is heavy. Merchants in all the terri- 
tory contiguous to St. Louis are demanding 
goods, especially provisions, but the merchan- 
dise cannot be handled by the railroads, 
River traffic has been trebled, but the boats 
can handle only a small per cent of the trade 
usually divided between the twenty-three 
lines of railway entering this city. The irre- 
parabie loss from this source on a conserva- 
tive estimate will reach over $500,000 al- 
ready, and if the strike continues a week longer 
this ammount will be trebled. 

St. doseph—The Rock Island resumed its 
passenger trains east and west of here today. 
The strike situation on other roads is * 1 
improved. There are now only fifty men out. 
Most of these are Maple Leaf employés. None 
of the Rock Island or Burlington men struck. 
The traffic suspension on the Rock Island has 
been through orders from Chicago officials. 
Freight traffic has been greatly interfered 
with and the loss of business has been in this 
line. It is estimated the interests of the city 
and immediate vicinity have been damaged 
to the extent of $5,000 a day since the strike 
began. All the employés of the St. Joseph 
Terminal company, 200 in number, were 
thrown out of work tonight by the company 
shutting down as a result of the strike. 

Hanuibal—tThe first Wabash mail train to 

through here for a week arrived today. 

engineer was hissed but no violence was 
offered. The strike has seriously affected all 
branches of business here, and unless it ends 
in a few days several of the largest establish. 
ments in the city will be compelled to close 
their doors.

Denver—The situation has improved. The 
Federated Brotherhoods of the Union Paci 
system have refused to strike.

The 
number of men idle in Topeka is estimated 
at about 1.500, nearly all employés o the 
Santa Fé and including the shopmen who 
were locked out by the closing of the machine 
shops. As yet there has been little direct loss 
to the business interests of the community as 
a result of the strike. 

Leavenworth—Trouble from the strike is 
becoming more serious in Leavenworth. 
Three coal mines are practically doing noth- 
ing for lack of shipping facilities. Many rail- 
road employés have been suspended from 
work, and about 400 men are idle as a result 
of the strike. Three railroads are runhing 
paasenger trains on time, and four roads are 
operating a few trains occasionally. No freight 
is moving. and all kinds of business is suffer- 
ing greatly. All businessmen and most work- 
ingmen seein mc Op to the strike. 

Kansas City—The strike is beginning to 
have a most decided effect upon all branches 
of business. Fully 3,000 men in Kansas 
City have been forced out ot employment 
within the last twenty-four hours as a result 
of it. The Fowler Packing company was 
forced to lay off 500 men because its switch- 
ing facilities were cut off owing to the Mem- 
phis tie-up. The Memphis road itself laid off 
its entire clerical foree today in addition to 
dispensing with the services of its 400 shop 
men last evening. 


IOWA, 


Sioux City—The strike has not been de- 
clared off yet, but it might as well be. Many 
of the strikers are returning to work and to- 
day all railroads were running truins regular- 
iy, ingle both freight and passenger 
trains. Fully 2,000 men have been idle this 
week. but today 1,200 employés of packing- 
houses and wholesale firms that re laid off 
have gone back to work. There probably 
not to exceed 300 railroad men out on strike 
now. Men who staid by the railroad’ com- 
panies and those who were kind during the 
strike are being given the preference now. 

Des Moines—All is quiet here today. Busi- 
ness is suspended, Railroad offices are 
closed, except one or two. The number of 
men idle is estimated at 2,000. The esti- 
mated Joss to business daily is nearly $100,- 
000. Attempts to stop the trainmen who are 
remaining faithful to their roads are feared. 

Council Bluffs—A few trains are running on 
the Reck Island, but not on schedule, simply, 
on orders. The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul has laid off most of its freight handlers 
and force of freight offiee clerks and closed 
its city ticket office today at noon. The 
Burlington reports a local business, and that 
road seems to be affected little by the strike. 
The Northwestern has issued notice to shi 
pers that it is ready to accept perishabie 
freight for Chicago proper, 

Fort Dodge—Abandonment of freight is 
causing great hardship to Webster County 
miners. They were out throughout the min- 
ers’ strike, and now this enforced idleness 
causes great destitution. 


TENNESSEE, 


Memphis—The situation here is serious 
both from the labor standpoint and from 
damage to merchandise. The latter is par- 
ticularly distressing. The railroads . are 
banked with trains of fruit. It is impossible 
to estimate the loss. Though a number of 
roads are getting out freight trains agents are 
making no contracts except subject 40 delay. 
The result is that products are rotting on the 
ground, as Memphis can consume only a 
a small traction of the crop, The side tracks 
in the city and in surrounding towns are filled 
with box cars loaded with perishable freight. 
Fruit growers and raisers of farmers’ prod- 
ucts are writing each day to their merchants 
Urging upon them the necessity of at once 
appealnig to the Senate for relief. Some of 
the letters tell of pitiful tales of hardship and 
suffering. 

Jackson Ihe Tennessee Midland is threat- 
ened with a tie-up because it endeavored to 
haul some perishable freight fromm the Illinois 
Central. The railroad shops of the Mobile 
and Ohio in this city have closed down owing 
to the strike, and only two passenger trains, 
one north and one south, are run, and only 
one freight. 


LOUISIANA, 


New Orleans—The only industry that has 
been seriously affected in this city by the 
strike is that of the fruit importers. About 
200,000 bunches of bananas are received here 
weekly, which are mostly distributed through 
the West by the Illinois Central railroad. For 
several days past that line has been unable to 
guarantee deliveries, and an immense amount 
of fruit is rotting on the wharves. Bananas 
have fallen in value from $1.25 
per bunch to 10 15 cents, 
while thousands have been already ¢hrown 
into the river. Oteri, Macheca, Phipps, and 
other importers are laying up their vessels as 
fast as they arrive in port, leaving only 
enough in commission to fulifil mail con- 
tracts. If the strike continues the fruit im- 
portations will be reduced more than 50 per 
cent. Meetings of business-men are being 
held daily at the exchanges to take precau- 


tionary measures and encourage the labor ele- 


ment not to strike. No general movement is 
expected before Tuesday.

Knights of Labor Expect Orders- Business- 
Men Condemn Strikers. 

MixNAAHOLAS, Minn., July 7.—[Special. ]— 
The Distriet Organizer of the Knights of Labor 
this aftermoon received instructions to be in 
readiness to call all the labor assemblies to- 
gether ataimoment’s notice. It is expected they 
will be called to the assistance of the strikers 
and if the order is given it will be generally 
obeyed; as the feeling in organized labor cir- 
cles is favorable to the American Railway 
Union. A meeting the representatives of 
the business unions the Twin Cities has 
been called to diseuss the situation. The 
action of the government in placing the mili- 
tary in charge of the Northern Pacific is like- 
ly to cause trouble. The strikers on that road 
in this city have been ordefly, there have been 
no overt apts, and the action of the gover n- 
ment was unlooked for. 

The Jotibers’ and Manufacturers’. Associa- 
tion today adopted resolutions on the strike 
situation. After deploring the existing condi- 
tions and declaring the action of all persons 
la wlessly impeding traffic as revolutionary 
and threatening the foundation of the govern- 
ment, and calling on all good eitisens to 
stand for the enforcement of the law, 
resolutions close as follows:

Several Reads Report They Are Moving 
Trains More Freely. 

Sr. Lours. Mo., July 7.—[Special.]—Gen- 
eral Manager Gays of the railroads reported 
that no fresh complications have arisen in St. 
Louis sineg yesterday noon. The congested 
condition of freight yards is being rapidly re- 
lieved, The Missouri Pacific has put at work 
as many new switchmen as are required to 
handle the limited numbers of cars that are 
being sent out and is receiving freight as 
usual. The Missouri, Kansas and Texas is 
issuing bills of lading for all freight offered 
in the usual way, and is getting the bulk of 
the business west of St. Louis. The Burling- 
ton, Joliet and Southeastern and Vandulia are 
also handimg a limited amount of 
freight. The Iron Mountain is hand- 
ling freight only to points o 
the Missouri Division. All of the lines, with 
the exception of the Wabash and Chicago and 
Alton, are running pussenger trains nearly on 
schedule time. r. Gays says the situation in 
St. Louis would be almost normal if it were 
not for the strikes at other points. The two 
terminal companies are in shape to handle 
double the amount of business now being 
moved. At Wabash headquarters the report 
given out is that all trains continue to be ob- 
structell at Moberly, strikers dragging 
engineers and firemen from their cabs 
whenever an attempt is made to 
move a train, Supt. Peck says 
the Iron 1 is free from trouble, ex- 
cept at Little Rock and Van Buren, and he 
expects to get this settled and all trains in 
operation soon.

SOLDIERS BADLY NEEDED IN IDAHO, 


Senator Shoup Reports the Destruction of 
a Quartz Mill at Wallace, | 

Wasuinetos, D. C., July 7.—[Special.}]— 
During the progress of a conference Senator 
Shoup of Idaho drove up to the Executive 
Mansion tonight and was admitted to the 
Cabinet room, where the conference was being 
held. Senator Shoup laid before the Presi- 
dent and his advisers a dispatch from the 
Governor of his State to the effect that strik- 
ers had blown up a quartz mill at Wallace, 
Idaho. The message also stated that the situa- 
tion was beyond the control of the State author- 
ities, and that Federal traops were necdssary 
to prevent violation of thelaw. This was no 
news to the President, as he had received a 
dispatch of similar import earlier in the 
night. Senator Shoup said when came 
down-stairs the President had promised that 
troops would probably be sent to the disaf- 
fected districts tomorrow morning. A con- 
ference on the subject will be held in the 
morning at the White House. Fort Shetman, 
u six-company post, is the nearest garrison 
to Wallace, which is in Coeur 
d’Alene district. Troops were sent to 
Wallace and vicinity about a month ago to 
quell disturbances fomented by common- 
wealers. Troubles have been continuous ever 
since, and the troops have been called a way 
from Fort Sherman and stretched over a 
large territory for guardduty. The Governor 
of Idaho declared the Sheriff of the county in 
which Wallace is situated was powerless to 
prevent lawlessness. i

First Volley Into the Insurrectionists, 

The first straggling volley fired in the Debs 
insurrection rang out. Some of the shots 
went wild. Others which followed were 
better aimed. A half dozen men were struck 
by bullets. Some ran screamimg down the 
Three lay prostrate in the alley from 
which most of the stones came. 

From 5.000 rioters a fierce yell went up. 
To say that the mob went wild is bat a 
The men acted like man- 
ines and demons. Fear was unknown in the 
moments that followed. Nothing but the 
second and third volléys promptly fired saved 
the little band of soldiers from total annuhi- 
lation. “Like wild animals the leaders of the 
mob left ambush and threw themselves on 
the soldiers even while the bullets were flymg 
as fast as the men could load. The police 
had empted their revolvers and were reload- 
ing. 

The command to charge was given. A mo- 
ment’s hesitancy would have been fatal. Both 
the mob and the soldiers made a rush for the 
crossing and there they met and there 
the last shots were fired, From that 
moment only bayonets wers used. 
Time ard again the soldiers charged 
north on Loomis street and east on Forty- 
ninth. The rioters gave ground slowly. Bay- 
onets were too much for them. A dozen men 
in the front line of rioters received bayonet 
wounds. Stones and clubs were freely used. 
A few more shots were fired and the mob 
fled. Again it rallied and charged the troops. 
Up and down the street they fought for sev- 
eral minutes. An occasional shot was fired 
either by policemen or pfticers, The soldiers 
used only their bayonets. 

The Engineer Forced to Retreat. 

The fizht was still on when the engineer on 
the wrecking engine was attacked by a mob 
which came from the south along Loomis. 
To save himself and his train he started it 
westward and the troops followed, Some of 
the rioters took this for a retreat and thought 
te score a victary by another attack. 
company wheeled about with every man in 
line, column front.

POLICE HAVE A HARD FIGSTFOR LIFE 


After the Soldiers Leave the Mob Closes in 
and Two Calls for Help Are Made. 

When the train pulled away with the 
soldiers, leaving the police, the mob gavea 
yell of exultation and closed in on all sides. 
The shower of stones and railroad iron was 
terrific. The police backed up against each 
other and prepared to sell their lives dearly. 
Face to face with the muzzies' of their re- 
volvers, the crowd hesitated an instant. 
Qfficer Ryan, revolver atid club in hand, 
fought hig way to the nearest patrol box and 
eu led a patrol wagon. Lieut. Keleber of the 
Halsted Street Station responded with twelve 
men. While the wagon was on the way the 
rioters again closed in on the police. The 
little body of officers retreated slowly west on 
Forty-ninth street under a shower of stones, 
holding the mob.at bay with their revolvers. 
A part of the mub turned its attention to un- 
doing the work done by the wreeking party. 
It set a car on fire, broke the switch, and tore 
up the rails. Then they again turned their 
attention to the police. In the meantime an 
alarm of fire wus sent in, and with it a second 
call for police assistance. To this Capt. 
O'Neill and thirteen men responded. 

By this time Lieut. Keleher had arrived. 
He found the situation serious. The mob. was 
increasing every minute and bent on the de- 
struction of the officers. He charged the mob 
with the patrol horses on the dead rus. The 
crowd patted. When the railroad crossing 
was reached the eight policemen were bemg 
roughly handled. Keleher and his men 
jumped from the wagon and clubbed their way 
through to the band of officers. Then 
all started back against the crowd; Keleher 
was hit with a stone. Officer Lyons got hold 
of the man and put him under arrest. At this 
minute Capt. O'Neill and his men arrived. At 
the sight of further reinforcements the crowd 
fell back for a minute and at this instant up 
came Fire Marshal Fitzgerald, in response to 
thé fire alarm. The strikers surrounded him, 
tumed his horse into a ditch, upset the wagon 

threw him out. Scrambling to his feet 
he drew his revolver and fought his way to 
the police line. 
Police Fire and Break the Mob. 

But the presence of reinforcements held the 
mob in check only a moment. Tearing up 
cobble stones the mob made a determined 
charge. The situation was too dangerous for 
further temporizmg. No command to fire 
was g‘ven, but the word was passed dlong the 
line for each officer to take care of himself. 
One by one, as occasion demanded, they fired 
point blank into the erowd. After a few shots 
the crowd wavered and then beat a retreat, 
alter replymg to the shots with a shower of 
stones. Several disabled rioters lay on the 
ground, The police followed with their clubs 
A wire fence incloses the track. The rioters 
had forgotten it; when they turned to fly 
they were caught in a trap. 

The police weré not inclined to be merciful 
and driving the mob against the bat hed wires 
clubbed it unmereifully. The crowd got a wu 
as best it could. Then O'Neill and his men 
went west on Forty-ninth street and Keleher 
wenteast. As they went they knocked the 
rioters right and left. The crowd outside the 
fence rallied to the assistance of tlie rioters 
being driven by the police. shower of

REINFORCEMENTS QUIUKLY ARRIVE’ 


Col. Moulton with Two Companies Reaches 
the Scene, 

Within a few minutes after the firing ceased 
two more companies of the Second Regiment, 
G and H, with Capts. Garrity and MepPhelin 
and Col, Moulton commanding, arrived on 
the seene, The artillery was also called for, 
but later that order was revoked, The 
soldiers marched double-quick to the scene, 
while a detail was sent from Englewood in 
the patrol wagons, but it was not need- 
ed. The crowd hung about at à re- 
spectful distance watching the police 
and soldiers. In the background 
were those heaping malédictions on the police 
and threatening to get even. The holes made 
in the houses by the bullets of the police and 
soldiers were examined intently by the gaping 
crowd, Thousands crowded to the scene as 
the news spread, but when darkness came the 
crowd dispersed and the police and soldiers 
left for their respective stations. 


ALL CRY OUT FOR VENGEANCE, 


Neighborhood of the Shooting Filled with 
People Ready for Any Viclence. 

After the fight was over the whole neighbor- 
hood was filled with excited people inveighing 
against the troops and plotting vengeance, 
There was no fear of the soldiers or the police. 
The mob was just as ready to thrqw rocks and 
coupling-pins as if not a shot had: been fired, 
Everyone was angry and seemed to be posses- 
sed of but one idea, to get even with the men 
who shot them down. Judging from the talk 
the neighborhood of Loomis and Forty-ninth 
streets must be a hotbed of-anaréhy. Instead 
of seeking their houses and keeping away 
from the dangerous vicinity of the troops the 
people massed at every street corrier. A dozen 
speakers at once in different places were in- 
citing the mob to revenge their Urethren who 
had fallen. : 

The homes of the wounded were marked by 
the cursing crowds which surrounded them. 
It was at the risk of their lives reporters 
visit@d these places to get the fames cf the 
wounded, From many they were driven 
away by volley after volley of stones, 

d the men been afoot they would 
have been killed or badly 
The dirty back streets were 
tilled with crowds to whem every stranger 
was a deputy” ora *‘scab” to bes to 
death if possible. ‘They were blopks from the 
scene of the actual riot oe far from the sight 
of the troops. The police list of the wounded 
contains only those who were taken to hos- 
pitals or whose names were givenin by doc- 
tors. It is probable that fifty others are hid- 
den away inthe back rooms of a district 
where none but residents are safe, 

There were few Americans th the mob. 
Mostly they were Poles, Slavs, and Bohe- 
mians. men were rioters, hot strikers. 
From what could be learned on the spot not 
one man in a hundred had any connection 


them. The police say that the district is one 
where the whole popate son is arrayed 
against law and order in any form.

CAPT. MAIR TELLS OF THE FIGHT. 


Details the Incidents Leading Up to the 
Firing by His Company. 

At the Harvard club at Englewood last 
night the men of Company C, Second Regi- 
ment, Illinois State.troops, werea center of 
attraction. They were commended on all 
sides for the effective work they did at Forty- 
ninth and Loomis streets, but, acting under 
instructions, their mouths were closed. Capt. 
Thomas I. Mair, in command of Company C, 
would say nothing about the incidents of the 
firing upon the mob until he had first report- 
ed to Lieut.-Col. Hotchkiss. Then he re- 
counted the incidents of the charge to Tus 
Tripuns, as follows: 

„We were ordered on duty at 4 o’clock ea 
terday morning. We were sent to Eighty- 
third street and Vinpennes road to guam a 
Grand Trunk wrecking train that was trying 
to clear the tracks of wreckage. We acted as 
guard to the train, wh.ch pr as far 
south as Kensington and then began to work 
Alter we left Kensmgton a 
an to gather and fol- 
lowed us along. This crowd constgntly in- 
creased in volume and began to swear at us 
and make threats. Whenever they game too 
close we charged them with our bayonets and 
compelled them for a time to keep at a 
respectful distance. There were also with the 
train, acting as escort. a squad of eigat or ten 
regular police under command gf Capt, 
Aldrich of the Engiewoou Station. 

‘The police fired at the crowd several 
times, more for the purpose of intimidation 
than anything else. As none of the shots were 
effective, the crowd became more threatening 
and defiant. When we had reached Forty- 
ninth and Loomis streets there were at least 
5,000 men, women, children stirround- 
ing us. Most of the men were armed, and 
such as were not, includ women and chil- 
dren, had large stones other missiles to 
throw at us. The mob surrounded us for two

BETTER FEELING IN WASHINGTON, 


Officials Are More Hopeful That te 
Troubles Will Soon Terminate. 

Wasurneron, D. C., July 7.—[Special.]— 
The State and municipal authorities will com- 
bine with the administration officials in put- 
ting an end to thestrike in Illinois. This in 
effect was the contents of a dispatch re- 
ceived late this afternoon at the Depart- 
ment of Justice, It was dated Chicago 
and was from Special Counsel Edwin Walker, 
in whom the Attorney-General imposes im- 
plicit confidence, and in whose judgment he 
places the greatest reiiance. The announce- 
ment of the change of front on the part of 
Gov. Altgeld and Mayor Hopkins and their 
reported purpose to assist the national au- 
thoritiés in the suppression of lawlessness 
in IMinois has alleviated to some extent 
that feeling of apprehension which has ex- 
isted in official circles since the strike situa- 
tion in Chicago became so seridus. The At- 
torney-General seemed to be more hopeful 
tonight than he has been for some days past 
that the strike would soon terminate, and ex- 
pressed the conviction, with all the authori- 
ties working together as indicated in Mr. 
Walker’s dispatch, that a speedy improvement 
may be looked for in the strike situation in 
Illinois. 

Washington was startled this afternoon by 
the publication of dispatches that the regular 
troops had killed twenty strikers, who with 
others had attempted to prevent a wrecking 
train from clearing away obstructions on the 
tracks of the Chicago and Western road at 
Forty-seventh and Loomis streets, Later infor- 
mation proved that these advices were greatly 
exaggerated. Your correspondent met the 
Attorney-General. at the Department of 
Justice tonight, but he was without informa- 
tion concerning this development, He 
had come to the department to get 
the dispatches that had deen received 
since his departure for his residence, 
when the department closed this afternoon, 
but much to his disappointment there was 
nothing in regard to the trouble between the 
State troops and the mob. On the way from the 
department to the White House, where he was 
to meet the President, the Secretary of War, 
Posrmaster-General Bissell, and Gen. Scho- 
field, he expressed much relief that the strike 
situation throughout the entire country had 
so materially improved. I am very glad,“ 
he said. that it was not the regular soldiers 
who were engaged in that trouble with 
the mob this afternoon. They will now es- 
cape the hate and perhaps the vengeance 
which the strikers would have directed at them 
had they fired upon the mob as was reported.“ 

The Attorney-Generai said he hoped to re- 
ceive definite advices tonight concerning the 
trouble in Chicago. Affairs in Ca fornia were 
in statu quo, he said, and the trouble at 
Raton and Las Vegas seems to be 
well in hand. He expects the orders 
issued today in relation to the placing of the 
several Northern Pacific and Union Pacific 
roads under military control will have the 
effect of preventing further rioting along 
these lines and the destruction of more rail-

ATTITUDE OF MILITARY OFFICIALS. 


Comment on Debs’ Manifesto and the 
Order to Gen. Miles. 

Wasurrcros, D. C., July 7.—[Special.}— 
Officials of the War Department this evening

One of officers at the department said: 

„Mr. Debs has made clear the course of the 

vernment through his manifesto. Hereto- 

ore the troops have stood insult and abuse 
with wonderful patience and have allowed 
themseives to be placed in jeopardy without 
resorting to force of arms, principally be- 
cause they did not wish to shed the blood 
of innocent people who might have been in 
the various mobs that attacked them. But 
Mr. Debs says the honest laborers who have 
gone out on strike are not concerned in these 
acts of violence; therefore the troops need 
feel no hesitancy in protecting their lives and 
the property of tne government and individuals 
from lawlessness of mobs, feeling sure from 
the statements of Mr. Debs that in opening 
fire they will kill no honest laborers.”

His Taking Inte Custody Has Been De- 
ferred Until the Grand Jury Has Re- 
turned Its Report- He Reiterates His 
Belief in His Innocence of Any Crime 
With Master Workman Sovereign a 
Dispatch Is Drawn and Sent to Presi- 
dent Cleveland. a 

It was a busy day at strikers’ headquarters 
‘yesterday. The attendance was light as com- 
pared with the day before, The startling 
event of the day was the well authenticated 
rumor that Debs and all of the directors of 
the American Railway Union would be ar- 
rested before night.

The rumor that Debs and his Board of Di- 
rectors would be arrested reached the head- 
quarters early in the afternoon. The officials 
representing the American Railway Union 
have a complete and thorough detective serv- 
ice, and it was from this source they derived 
their information. Besides having a bicycle 
relay system, a detective system, they also have 
what may be termed a mutual report system, 
which consists in each member of the union 
making it a personal matter to report any in- 
cidents he believes of valve tothe union.

Send a Dispatch to Cleveland.

WONDERFUL SPELL OF TAJ MAHAL. 


Viewing the Vision of Beauty at All Hours 
of the Day. 

The Rev. Francis Tiffany in the Christian 
Register: The Taj is not a building. It is an 
Arabian Night's dream, in which a building 
plays a queenly part. Itisa tropical] orches- 
tra, in which earth, sky. groove, 
waters, flowers, precious stones, moon- 
orbed domes, snowy pinnacies, blend and 
flow into one ineffable Mozart symphony. 
All along on the way from Calcutta to Agra 
had I seen alabaster models pf the Taj, and 
said ta myself sadiy, “Is that all?“ The 
models left out only the golden clouds from 
the sinking sun, the shining waters from the 
rising moon, the lover’s soul from his mis- 
tress’ song—only that and nothing more! 

But I must, perforce, use a few brute fig- 
ures and unroll my tape measure. One en- 
ters the inclosure of the Taj by a superb gate- 
way, through whose lofty arch he looks alon 
the reflecting surface of a marble-pav 
canal. bordered on either side by wide paths 
and beds dt flowers and flanked on either 
side by lines of dark, spiry cypress trees, 
backed with groves behind. In the vista a4 
‘tthe end of this magic avenue stands the Taj; 
and with how superb a setting: The mar- 
ble platform on which it rests is a 
square 313 feet each way and 18 
feet high. From each of the four 
corners springs an indescribably graceful 
minaret, relieved in its ascent by three hang- 
ing galleries and surmounted by the beautiful 
Saracenic cupola.

Still, 
when one stops to ponder over what must 
have been the economical condition of the 
time that the association of swine and sleep- 
ing babes was so close that the latter became 
easy food for the former, it may not need 
the. court records to testify to the 
peculiar relations of dumb beasts to the laws 
of that credylousage. In 1 near Dijon 
a bull, enraged by a lad who insisted on fish- 
ing through a field in which the animal was 

sturing, charged upon the boy, and placed 

im forever beyond the pale of the angli 
brotherhood, bull was arrested, tri 
and convicted, the accusation against him 
being that he had ‘furiously killed a young 
lad of 14 or 15 years.’ He was sentenced to 
be publicly hanged until dead, and he was.

But compared with other prosecutions and 
procedures under the law of that time, these

Such offenders were locusts, rats, flies, cater- 
pillars, and the like of such things, which went 
about withoat the tear of the law before them, 
“devouring the crops and pestering the people. 
Judgment against these offending outlaws 
was fiercely hurled in the shape ef anathema 
and malediction. In the prosecution of 
culprits such as these legal forms were ob. 
served, and the accused were assured thé right 
of assignment of counsel for their defense. 
One of the latest cases of this kind on record 
is a prosecutzon brought against catermilars 
in Valence in 1585. This was argued with 
the greatest solemnity and taxed the learning 


| were the many points of law that were urged 
pro and con, The legal and ecclesiastical 
battle over the caterpillars lasted so long that 
when the case was closed and court ready 
to pronounce its judgment it was found tliat 
the accused, having got through with their 
work of devastation, had disappeared from 
the jurisdiction of ail courts. 

“In 1510 prosecution was entered against 
a horde of rats that were eating up the barley 
in the south of France, The rats were de- 
fended by the great lawyer of that day, Chas- 
seneux. He urged in behalf of his clients 
that there was no legal mode of preventing 
them from returning to the place whence 
they had come, and that there was no way 
open to them where cats might not lie in 
wait. Besides his legal points he brought 
many scriptural arguments to bear in favor 
of the rats, and he wan the case, The prose- 
cution fell, and the rats were ordered to re- 
turn to their native places at once. The 
record does not say how the judgment was re- 
ceived by the devastating rodents. 

lu 1560 a 0 of small flies which was 
prosecuted at Mayence escaped the dire effects 
of the anathema by the skillful handling of 
their case by counsel, who defended them on 
the plea of their extreme youth and small 
size.

Coun- 
sel for the defense asked and received a delay 
in the proceeding te consider this offer. Two 
days later they came into court and declined 
the offer in the name of their clients, because 
the land was sterile in the locality proposed, 
and produced absolutely nothing upon which 
their clients could subsist.’ On this the prose- 
cutor joined issue, and a jury of experts was 
summoned to decide it. It was during the 
séssion of this jury that a citizen of common 
sense, far in advance of his time, showed by 
argument and ridicule how silly all suen pro- 
ceedings were, and the jury so reported. That 
is the ast case of the kind on record, and the 
revolution starting from the jury of experts 
in the vine pest case resulted in the repeal of 
all animal prosecuting laws and the substitu- 
tion of the present mode of procedure against 
the owners of offending animals.“

WHY GOVERNMENT TROOPS ARE IN 
CHICAGO. 


Gov, Altgeld and his sympathizing friends 
say it is an inconceivable outrage that the 
President should order United States troops 
into Chicago. Is not Chicago a part of the 
United States? Federal laws are in force 
here, or should be, Federal courts are held 
here to administer those iaws. Is there any 
place where the Federal law goes that the 
Federal troops cannot go also? The United 
States has a large amount of property in this 
city. Ithas public buildings with valuable 
contents. There is a Subtreasury containing 
millions of money. There are bonded ware- 
houses filled with costly goods. The United 
States has the right to protect its own prop- 
erty in its own way, using those means which 
it may deem best. If it thinks the protection 
ordinarily afforded by the local agencies is 
sufficient it can rely on them exclusively. If 
it does not think them sufficient it can sup- 
‘plement them. 

United States Judges sit here. If their in- 
junctions are disobeyed and their mandates 
disregarded, their Marshal bas nota right to 
rush to the Chief of Police or the Sheriff and 
demand assistance. He swears in United 
States deputies. If they cannot do the work 
the President is applied to, and he orders the 
national troops to the assistance of the Judges, 
if he deems it necessary. If he sends the 

regulars he does not do it to enforce State 
laws or suppress resistance to State authori- 
ties, unless asked by the Governor, but to 
compe] obedience to national laws. 

If a Mayor will keep the peace in a city, 
a Sheriff ina county, and a Governor in a 
State, and if the local protection given the 
property of the United States is adequate 
there will be no necessity for the use of 
United States troops. In peaceful, well 
governed communities the national laws will 
not be broken. But suppose a turbulent 
community breaks national as well as State 
laws. What shall the President do then? 
Shallhe apply for protection to a Mayor 
who cannot keep his own people quiet, or to 
a Governor who cannot enforee the laws of 
hi- own State? That would be absurd. 

When such a contingency arises the General 
Government proceeds to protect itself through 
its own agencies. It calls out its troops, 
which are its constabulary, and with them it 
proceeds to protect its own property and com- 
pel obedience to its own laws. The troops do 
not attempt to preserve the local peace of the 
city, for that is the duty of the police, They 
do not try to execute State laws, for that is 
the business of the Governor and the State 
courts, 

United States regulars are in Chicago not 
because of the arbitrary will of the President 
but on the earnest request of the Federal law 
officers. If the outrages which caused the 
delay of the mails and the obstruction of 
inter-State commetce had not occurred or the 
mobs whose audacity grow* with toleration 
had been dispersed by the local authorities 
the President would not have ordered troops 
into Chicago. If the riotous condition of af. 
fairs had not justified the fear of inadequate 
local protection which allowed trains to be 
ditched and derailed and railroad.employés to 
be beaten and driven off and might allow 
rioters to laot the Subtreasury and bonded 
warehouses, it would not have been deemed 
necessary to encampacompany of regular 
‘infantry on the Postoffice square. 

The state of affairs here being what it has 
been for some days the President did not 
stop to ask Gov. Altgeld why he had not en- 
forced national laws, Hor did he stop to dis- 
cuss State rights theories with him. That 
will do to kill the time with when there is no 
rioting. It would be much out of place at 
this moment. The President discharged his 
simple duty. He sent United States troops 
to protect the prcperty of the government and 
maintain its laws. He had no authority over 
the Mayor’s police or the Sheriff’s deputies. 
He has the forces of the government at his 
disposal and he used them for national pur- 
poses only. If Gov. Altgeld tries to drive 
them out he will be doing what the secéssion 
Governors tried in vain to do thirty-three 
yearsago. The President's reply to Altgeld’s 
diatribe is pointed and dignified. He says: 

Executive Marston, Wasurmoeton, D. C., 
July 6.— Hon. John P. Altgeld, Governor of IIli- 
nois, Springfield, III.: While Lam still persuaded 
that I have neither transcended my authority nor 
duty in the emergency that confronts us it seems 
to me that in this hour of danger and public dis- 
tress discussion may well give way to active ef- 
fort on the part of all in authority to restore 


obedience to law and to protect life and proper- 
ty. , GROVER CLEVELAND. 


THE SUFFERERS FROM A GENERAL 
„ STRIKE. 


According to City Statistician Greenhut 
there are 15,729 separate industrial establish- 
ments in this city which would be affected if 
the great central labor organizations should 
order a general strike. His list includes 
1,860 engaged in printing and its accessories 
of engraving. binding, etc., 1,218 engaged in 
transportation, including railroads, street 
railways, livery, and teaming, 3.095 in the 
various buiiding trades, 1,809 in the textiles, 
1,022 in the preparation of food and drink, 
1,313 in woodworking, 1,755 in metals and 
metallie goods, and 1,178 in fuel and light- 
ing. The 15,729 establishments are ranged 
in 183 separate classes, each including on an 
average nearly ten centers of industrial activ- 
ity. 

The number of persons engaged in these 
occupations is not stated. They and those 
who would be thrown out of employment if 
the werkers in these lines were called out and 
obeyed the summons cannot be far suort of 
half a million. That would involve a loss of 
nearly a million dollars for each day of idle. 
ness, and to what end? What would the 
strikers gain by it? Do they suppose they 
could benefit the strikers who went out at 
Pullman two months ago? Could they gain 
for those unfortunates a reinstatement at 
higher wages than the company could pay 
without loss to itself? Probably not, and 
even if that were accomplished asa result of 
calling out all the organized labor of the city 
afearful price would be paid for the victory, 

Do thé feliows who are talking about order. 
ing @ general strike know what it would 
mean? There would be no bread made by 
bakers on strike, no deliveries of other food 
to the stores or houses, no possibility of cook- 
ing at home, with the water-works shut down 
for want of fuel, no artificial light at night in 
the streets and a majority of the houses for 
the same reason, even if the men engaged in 
providing light and water did not voluntarily 
strike with the rest. In the absence of water 
there would be no protection against fire, and 
if transportation were stopped there would be 
no moving around except on foot. But the 
last-named feature soon would bring the hor- 
rors of absolute star vation home to all the 
residents of the city who could got 
command the means of moving to some 
other plage, and the strikers would fare 
badly in this partiqular, Having but a small 

money accumulation ahead, many of them 
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in the shape of waies would beat hard upon 
them from the outeet and they would be the 
first to feel the terrible effects of their own 
folly. They and their families would suffer 
tor want of the commonest necessaries of 
life, being the first and moat defenseless 
victims of the strike. 

To stop all the productive and transporta- 
tion industries of a big city like Chicago 
would be equally disastrous with shutting off 
air from the lungs or blood from the heart in 
the human frame, Those organs might be 
spited by withholding from them the supplies 
of material necessary to a performance of 
their functions, but with what result? The 
limbs could not move nor the stomach digest 
the food it contained. If the supply were in- 
terrupted too long death would ensue, all the 
functions of the body being killed off forever, 
and to restore the supply before it was too 
late would be to cause untold agony while the 
system was regaining its normal condition. 
So the proposed paralysis of industry would 
cause a fearful amount of misery in any 
event, and if long continued might preve to 
be a deathblow to the city, one from which it 
never could recover, the mischief done being 
far greater than that caused by the great fire 
of twenty-three years ago. 

The loss of wages, though enormous, really 
would not be the greatest evil to the workera 
which would result from a general strike. 
The men who have been asked to join in an 
order for such a suspension of industries, in 
order to save Debs from the chagrin of defeat, 
should consider what a horrible string of con- 
sequences would fall most heavily upon the 
heads of the toiling classes if the demand 
were yielded to. It might be well for them to 
think on the possibility of their beng hunted 
down by the poor wretches who would find 
themselves to have been betrayed to ruin by 
their trusted leaders, in case the latter accept 
the diaboticat suggestion that has been made 
to them by Debs and his handful of con- 
spirators against the best interests of the 


working people. 
SOVEREIGN’S “INDUSTRIAL REVOLU. 
TION.” 


It is now anticipated that Grand Master 
Sovereign of the Knights of Labor will call a 
general strike of the trades unions and of 
members of his organization in other depart- 
ments to aid the American Railway Union in 
its attack on inter-State commerce and the 
mails, It is not clear - what Mr. Sovereign's 
object is, however. What does he expect to 
accomplish by ordering out these unions? 
How does he propose to benefit any wage- 
earner concerned by any such a walk-out? 
Is the strike to be in sympathy with the mob 
which is destroying property, menacing human 
life, and resisting the law, or isit to be in 
sympathy with the original Pullman strikers? 
Mr. Sovereign sheds no light upon 
that important point. How is it go- 
ing to help these men who burn 
and destroy property, or how wil 
it help the city which must pay for this de- 
stroyed property? How is it going to help 
the men who threw up their situations and 
stopped their own wages amounting to a quar- 
ter of a million a day, more or less? How is it 
going to benefit the ex-employés at Pullman? 

To these simple questions Grand Master 
Sovereign has made no answer. When pressed 
at the interview with the ministers to give his 
reasons for this extraordinary step Mr. 
Sovereign simply said: 

I believe this as good a time as any to bring 
about certain needful changes in our indastrial 
conditions. Labor has a direct interest in the 
enterprise in which it is engaged, and this fact 
once insisted upon to the extent of having capital 


recognize it will result in an industrial revolu- 
tion mutually beneficial to both. 


Now what does Mr. Sovereign mean? This 
is simply a vague statement that explains 
nothing. Thisis not the time to talk in rid- 
dies. The situation is too serious for any- 
thing but straightforward and clear state- 
ments which every one can understand. It is 
not a time for Sovereign riddles or Altgeld 
quibbles, What does he mean by his “ indus- 
trial reyolution’’? Is he hinting at State so- 
cialism? Does he mean that all property 
must be confiscated into the hands of the 
officeholders, who will run the State? Does 
he mean that there must be no individual 
property? A multitude of workingmen who 
own their homes will hesitate to give up their 
accuinulations and accept such a scheme. 
What are the changes to which he alludes? 
Does he mean that the owners of property shall 
surrender it; or that business employers 
shall not control their own business, or that 
they shall be compelled to transfer the prop- 
erty they have accumulated to those who have 
not accumulated anything, and that any man 
who makes a profit over above the ex- 
penses of his business shall surrender or di- 
vide that profit and stand all losses while still 
paying wages? He casts no light on any of 
these points. 

Mr. Sovereign talks glibly enough about 
an industrial revolution.“ but what does he 
mean vy it? The workingmen have now a 
direct interest in business to the extent of 
the employment and wages they receive. 
Upon what conditions would he have labor 
performed? We know what Henry George, 
Carl Marx, and Johann Most wast, but what 
does. Sovereign want? The Pullman strike 
evidently does not concern him, as he makes 
no allusion to it. He wants an industrial 
revolution, but what are the conditions of 
that revolution? He owes it to the public ané 
to his own followers to explain what he means 
before he orders his strike. 2 


WHAT THE STRIKE AT THE RAILROADS 
COsTSs. 


The Recbrd estimates that the mob of strik- 
ers has already destroyed $2,000,000 worth 
of railroad’ property, three-fourths of which 
loss the taxpayers of this city will have to pay, 
and the workingmen who have any property 
will have to pay their share of it. In addition 
to this it estimates that on account of Debs’ 
strike the workingmen are contributing 8300. 
000 a day in lost wages and $300,000 more 
a day in their current living expenses, and if 
this strike continues these losses will run up 
to a million dollars a day. 

Leaving out of consideration all that the 
railroads are losing and that the general busi- 
ness of the city is losing, and leaving out the 
heavy burden that Debs has imposed upon 
householders and families by reason of the 
advanced prices of all articles of fopd, do not 
these strikers perceive that they are involving 
themselves in financial misery’ ard suffering, 
from which it will take them long, weary 
months of toil when labor is resumed to ex- 
tricate themselves? Looking at it from 
this standpoint, can they not realize that 
this strike does not pay them, that it is entait- 
ing a colossal burden upon them, and that in 
the end they will be the ones who will suffer 
most? If any among them are sober-minded 
enough to rise above the prevailing mob fren- 
zy and think for themselves can they not real- 
ize the pitiable, wretched outcome of all this 
defiance of law, this war against society, this 
struggie of barbarism against civilization? 
And while they are thinking about this tre- 
mpadous loss of money and the suffering sure 
to some will they not ask themselves 
the question, For what? In answering this

en PULLMAN AGREES 70 ARBI- 
TRATE. 

Friday afternoon Bishop Failows and Dr. 
P. S. Henson called at headquarters and held 
a prolonged conference with Debs and Grand 
Master So | The reverend gentlemen 
said they had called to offer their services in 
behalf of a peaceful settlement of the exist- 
ing strike. The conversation that passed be- 


. tween them was reported in yesterday’s Tx1s- 


unn. The conelusion of it was in these words 
of Mr. Debs: 

Let Mr. Pullman agree to the appointment of 
arbitrators and if they find there is nothing to 
arbitrate then Mr. Pullman's present position 
will be sustained and the strikers routed. | 

The gentiemen thereupon withdrew. 

Let us suppose that Mr. Pullman accepte 
Mr. Debs’ proposition to arbitrate the matter 
in dispute between the eompany and its ex- 
employé carbuilders, Tus»Tarnunz has be- 
lieved from the first, and has not changed 
ite opinion, that it would have been the 
best course for both sides to submit 
their differences to arbitration. Other 
and larger corporations than the Pullman 
company, in other countries as well as the 
United States, have submitted to arbitration 
differences between themselves and their 
workmen, and with results satisfactory to 
both parties. 

But where would Debs have been now had 

the Pullman compahy consented to the arbi- 
tration asked for? The situation substan. 
tially was this: The panie which set in a 
little more than a year ago caused great de- 
pression in business all over the country, 
Theve was a heavy falling off in orders for al- 
most all kinds of manufactured product, and 
this was especially true of railroad cars. The 
carrying business of the railroads fell off from 
a quarter to a third and they found they had 
more rolling stock on hand than was wanted 
for the diminished sefvite of their patrons, 
and not only refused to give orders for new 
ours but canceled nearly all contracts already 
existing. 
Mr. Pullman found he had no work for the 
4,060 men who had been employed by his 
eompany in car construction, and that he 
could not get orders except at a big reduc- 
tion from previous figures. The men con- 
sented to what they supposed was a corre- 
sponding reduction in their wages so that the 
company could get work for them Without 
logs to itself, but the asserted’ fact was, that 
much of the work done last winter was ata 
positive loss to the company. Hence it 
was claimed to be impossible wsithout 
does to pay the advance demanded a 
few weeks ago unless better than the 
| minimum prices could be obtained for 
cars; and this was found to be impracticable. 
New cars were not wanted for present use on 
ithe railroads, and the only way in which 
orders for them could be preecured was by 
offering to build them at prices which formed 
an inducement for the purpose of holding 
for better times, Hence the company de- 
cided it would be better to cease production 
for awhile than to undertake to pay wages 
which would entail a loss on every piece of 
work done for those wages. This is the coin- 
papy’s side of the contention. 

If Mr. Pullman had submitted. the case to 
arbitration, &s the men wanted, and as Tus 
Trreuns believed would have been wise to do, 
and he could have shown to the board the 
facts on which these conclusions were based, 
he would have won the suit, 

Supposing that board of three or more ar- 
bitrators had listened to the recital, and then 
concluded that the Pullman company ought 
nowto pay the same wages as in the first 
three months of 1893. Then the company 
would have been bound to pay the higher 
wages to all the men employed by it; but 
how many of them would the company have 
hired at the increased rate of pay if 
that inflicted a loss? Suppose the com- 
pany’s officials were to say: We have no 
„ work to give out at the prices named by the 
‘arbitrators. We could afford to pay the re 
*¢ duced rate to the men and make some profit 
„by hiring them, but we could not sell with- 
“ut a heavy loss cars built at the wage scale 
‘‘the arbitrators have ordered we shall pay. 
„Neitner the board nor the men can foree us 
“to operate at a loss, any more than we can 
force the men to work for the wages they 
‘‘deem too low. When we can obtain orders 
“for the construction uf cars at prices that 
„ will allow us to pay those wages and give us 
i little profit we will let the men know. Till 
“then, or till they are willing to accept such 
“lower wages as we can afford to pay, the 
‘‘works must remain closed.” What could 
the men do about it? What could Debs have 
to say under such conditions? 

No fair-minded man will refuse to submit 
his différences with another to arbitration, 
and having so submitted he is in honor bound 
to abide hy the award, But to what extent? 
He may have to stand a loss on transactions 
of the past, but no power can compel him to 
enter upon fresh contracts on which a loss 
stares him in the face. If the facts have 
deen stated correctly this is the case in the 
Pullman trouble, Mr. Pullman would not 
have lost anything by agreeing to arbitrate, 
On the contrary, he would have saved 
himself a great deal of denunejation and 
averted the opportunity which Debs, has em- 
braced for magnifying himself as the toilers’ 
friend, even against the peace and prosperity 
of the people. 

If the facts of the situation were correctly 


| stated by Mr. Pullman then Debs woald not 


have hadia single square inch of real ground 
to stand on in the eyes of the strikers when 
he made his unlawful assault upon the rail- 
roads and the public in defiance of all law and 
its censtituted authorities.

Gov. Altgeld in his letter of complaint to the 
President for having ordered government troops 
into the State for the purpose of restoring to full 
operation the commerce of the country displays, 
as usual, au irritating ignorance upon the sub- 
ject on which he writes. He seems to be under 
the delusion that the prerogatives of his office 
entitle him to dictate to the National Govern- 
ment in what manner it shall uphold a law over 
which neither he nor the State has the slightest 
control. I would respectfully commend to his 
perusal some vigorous language used by the late 
Mr. Justice Bradley of the Supreme Court of the 
United States in an opinion rendered by that 
court in regard to inter-State commerce. Mr. 
Justice Bradley said: We think that the power 
of Congrees is supreme over the whole subject, 
‘unimpeded and unembarrassed by State lines or 
State laws; that in this matter the country is one 
and the work to be accomplished is national, and 
that State interests, State jealousies, and State 
prejudices do not require to be consulted. In 
matters of foreign and inter-State commerce 
there are no States is not a matter 
of words, but ot things. If it be necessary the 
United States Government. should have an 
eminent domain still higher than that of the 
State, in order that it may carry out the objects 
and purposes of the Constitution, then it has it; 
whatever may be the necessities or conclusions

an ordinary poor-house, and they would be found 
even in the grand poor-house the State Socialists 
want to establish. 


The great trouble is, that man was not made 


perfect. Were he ona level with the angels in- 
stead of a little lower than they, everything 
would move smoothly. But as man isnot perfect 
it is hard to say how the consequences of the im 


perfection of human nature are to be avoided!

MEANT TO REDUCE THE FIRE WASTE, 


Possibilities in the Office of Fire Marshal, 
Created by Massachusetts. 

The development of the newly established 
office of State Fire Marshal in Massachusetts 
will be watched with more than ordinary in- 
terest by insurance men all over the country. 
As yet it is, of course, an experiment, but if 
the office is made a success its effects will be 
far-reaching in the example it will set for the 
establishment of similar offices in other 
States. Theinfluence of the mere act of ieg- 
islating the office into existence has been po- 
tent in directing the attention of other States 
to the merits of official investigation into fires. 

Under the law controlling the new office of 
State Fire Marshal two of the most impor- 
tant features of the general fire hazard are 


aimed at—moral hazard and what might be 


ed the semi-moral hazard, caused by 
carelessness in the oversight of a risk, so 
as to. border ofttimes on the criminal. 
latter feature is a new one and in many 
Tespects is the most important; at any 
Tate it gives the Marshal an oppor- 
tunity for effective work unequaled under any 
other section of thelaw. He is given auto- 
eratie power to remove, or cause to be re- 
moved, at any time, elements in a biuiding 
‘which increase the fire hazard of the risk and 
therefore act as an exposure to surrounding 
property, and by the same token a menace to 
entire community. 

In other words, the Marshal can compel a 
property-owner, under penalty of the law, to 
clean up his cellar, elevator wells, and rub- 
bish from rear and side alley-ways, to vile his 
goods compactly, with proper passageways 
and good ceiling space. .

Viceroy Li’s Development of the Navy and 
the Arsenals. 

Shanghai letter in the New York Sun: 
Letters from Weihaiwei say that the old Vice- 
roy, Li Hung Chang, iscarrying out the trien- 
nial inspection of the gulf ports in a way 
which excites the wonder even of for- 
eigners. This inspection, it was found, 
was Vital in order to keep up the standard of 
the Chinese soldiers and marines. The 
Chinese do not take kindly to the profession 
of arms, and it requires long training to pro- 
duce efficiency. The Viceroy, however, de- 
termined ten years ago to make the Chinese 
fleet respectable, even if not formidable, and 
he also decided to put an end to the farcical 
gun practice and drili which was carried on 
at the different forts and arsenals. He 
secured the best foreign drilimasters to be 
procured, choosing them impartially from 
English and German officers, and the result 
has been a very great improvement on the 
whole service. 

The Chinese navy is now “ee a . The 
large vessels are the best which money could 
buy in Europe, while the smaller vessels, like 

nboats, torpedo cruisers, and dispatch 
Goats, have been made at the Foochow ar- 
senal, largely by Chinese who received their 
trainmg from British and German experts. 
The moment the native workmen could 
trusted to work under Chinese overseers the 
foreigners were discharged, for the Chinese 
are extremely sensitive and they disliked to 
have any une who would report the progress

nder careful training the Chinese have 
proved far better ‘sailors than amy foreigner 
ever imagined would be possible, They have 
also developed unexpected skill in the han- 
dling of guns.

The Great Indiana Columbian Celebration 


Held in That Garden Spot Contrived by 


Nature, Nye’s Park—Belles of the Fa- 
mous Marsh Country, Fairies, Aero- 
nauts, Veteran Soldiers, a Bassoon, and 
Many Other People Contribute te This 
Margelous Entertainment. 


WAA, Ind., July 6.—[Special Corre- 
spondenee.]— The most eventful week in the 
history of Winamac is drawing to a close. 
When the Sabbath zun peeps over the hill- 
tops it will cast its golden beams upon a hap- 
py peopie. The whole Pink Mink country 
has been in a delirium of joy for a week and 
the doings of these six days will be food for 
conversation for years to come. Business, 
strikes, politics, and snakes have been for- 
gotten, for here at Winamac has been held 
the great Indiana Columbian celebration, the 
biggest thing next to the World’s Fair at Chi- 
cago that ever stirred the souls of the resi- 
dents of the far-famed Pink Mink country. 
‘The festivities began Monday, reached their 
climax the Fourth of July, and will end in a 
blaze of glory tomorrow night. 

The scene of all the joy is Nye’s Park, the 
prettiest spot in, Indiana—Winamac people 
believe it is the most beautiful spot on earth. 
The people came from miles around and 
every race and nationality is represented. 
The entértainment provided is the most varied 
ever attempted to be given in Winamac. 
That it has been so successful is due 
largely to the determination of the Pink 
Mink people te show the world that they 
know a good thing and to the lavish ex- 
penditure of money. It had been intended to 
make this entertainment an Independence 
day 2elebration, but the program mapped out 
by the Committee on Plan and Scope was so 
colossal the time was necessarily extended to 
a week. 

One of Nature's Beauty Spots. 

The scenery of Nye’s Park is grand and 
picturesque,abounding in strong contrasts and 
startling changes. Nature was in one of its 
liberal moods when it laid out Nye’s Park. 
This beauty spot is enthroned on a knoll that 
is bounded upon three sides by the serpentine 
Tippecanoe River, which in 
tle moods dashes its blue 
waters over the sandy 
On one side isa chain of lakes, the silver- 
green capped waves of which meet the erystal 
waters as they leap over the rocky cascade 
from the mountain sides and intersected by 
beautiful wooded valleys whose grand old 
trees are covered with golden-green foliage. 

The average Winamaconian dreams that 
Nye's Park isa paradise in tranquil loveli- 
ness and sublimity, and he cannot forget its 
myriad of brilliant a:tractions, including the 
charming surroundings. It isin truth “a 
super’ diamond set n a frame of gold. * 
One af the great attractions is the flowmg ar- 
tesian well at the foothills, from which the 


crystal waters come pouring forth in great 


volumes as clear and sparkling as the pellucid 
Neva River. The water is strongly impreg- 
nated with sulphur, is pleasant to the taste, 
and is known to possess rare medicinal quali- 
ties. 

The park grounds are situated about 100 
yards east of the business thoroughfare of 
the Town of Winamac Long before tne first ' 
pioneer blazed the way for civilization it was 
the heme of the Pottawatomie Indians, The 
‘park is in the form of a horseshoe on an isth- 
mus one mile in longth and 1.000 yards 
broad, and contains sevemty acres of 
lying in a basin twenty feet below the town 
site of Winamae. So well did nature do its 
work here, and so lavish was it in the distri- 
bution of things to charm, that one never 


| tires of the picturesque panorama, of: the 


erimson and golden green of the 
umbrageous foliage, the ever climbing 
ivy and grape vine, that binds the branches 
with the rich festoon wreaths of the crimson- 
purple and silver-green shade. The golden 
gleam of the sun beam plays among the vari- 
egated shrubber ,» mingling with and brighten- 
ing the vivid re and sober gray of the moss 
beds. Every knoll isa parterre of gleaming 
flowers. 
wintergreen and wild fern as they flirt with 
the silver pointed wavelets of the river and 
the golden tints of the dying day. Hundreds 
of magnificent and towerimg trees, piercing 
the blue sky like the spears of giants, dot the 
entire park grounds, and sentinel-like guard 
away the sun heat. The park is well named; 
Ibs green peninsula of umbrageous foliage.“ 
On the River’s Bank, 


Romantic driveways follow the meandering 
of the green-swarded banks of the river and 
the road bed is embowered beneath the dense 
foliage of the overhanging forest trees. Hun- 
dreds of old rustic oak-made chairs are found 
in convenient places. In the center of the 
ground stands the 152 tabernacle, where 
are held concerts and political and religious 
meetings. Automatie swings, flying rings, 
and trapeze baré, restaurants, and croquet 
and dancing grounds are attractions. Spa- 
cious baseball and shooting club grounds ad- 
join the park. Provision is made for every

as night diamond-pointed stars gleam and 
intermingle their silver-gray lights in and 
through the green foliage, playing upon the 
dark-green of the murmuring water as the 
meandering lovers stroll along and the nesting 
birds twitter to each other. Again when fair 
Luna casts her silver tinted beams over the 
tree tops there comes forth a shadowy form 
of the Pink Mink fairy and woodland elf, ana 
they glide merrily over the greensward to the 
mellow tooting of Prof. Moekel’s bassoon, 
and from out of the wheat fields come the 
weird, plaintive notes of the whip-poor-will in 
response. 2 

Winamac this week has worn its picnic 
paraphernalia, and like mamma’s first boy 
and his red top boots is simply in all its glory 
on account of the Indiana Columbian cele- 
bration that outrivals P. T. Barnum’s aggre- 
gations, and is under the management of that 
veteran showman, W. L. Richmond, who is 
today happier than anew made bride. So 
far the week has been one continual te WED day. 

Balloon ascensions by Prof. Long 
have caused thousands to marvel 4 the daring 
of the man who sails skyward in his air-ship, 
the City of Winamac, and with his parachute 
drops from among the clouds. Prof. Sall- 
man and his wife in their marvels of

„gde for life,“ are the other artistic per- 
e given. The Sun’s Brothers Im- 
perial Circus is entertaining the people. 
Mme. Valoka, the serpentine dancer, is 
one of the phenomenal attractions, for she 
displays emotional and poetic eloquence of 
physical expression, passionate simulation of 
love, jealousy, and revenge.’

Picturesque Scenes at the Great Depots 
of Chicago. 


That smooth-faced man from Terre Haute, 
Ind., incidentally to his railroad strike has 
helped to solve for the time being a problem 
that hds deepened the furrows in Uncle Sam’s 
brow the last few years. Dictator Debs has 
done his share to restrict immigration. Yes, 
and more; he is in part the cause for actually 
turning back a portion of the immense, cur- 
rent of humanity that flows from the Old 
World to the New. Last week in New York, 
on account of present and other labor troubles, 
there were 20,000 idle trades people. 
Twenty-eight hundred immigrants, lately ar- 
rived, appalled at the outlook on the thresh- 
old of America, gave up fortune-making and 
gailed back to their native land. Conditions 
just now are such, it is said, that instead of 
sending money to their relatives to come to 
this country immigrants are receiving it to 
help them home.

Most of these people are bound for locali- 
ties in the Western or Northwestern States, 
where friends or kinsmen have settled before 
them. As scon as the settlement feels itself 
strong enough it will send to the old country 
for a olergyman anda schoolmaster, whose 
presence will be an added inducement for fur- 
ther immigration. In these settlements the 
unwholesome dug-outs are soon displaced 
by neat | cabins and a rude church 
and school-house combined is erected. 
Every effort is made to isolate the new com- 
munity from the influences of the surround- 
ing national life, Ali tne old customs, as far 
as possible, are preserved and the old s h 
is the language of church and school. Their 
language, however, aiways 1s corrupted by the 
introduction of 
things that were formerly unfamiliar. 

This iso ation and exciusiveness is too often 
fostered by thy imported clergymen, who are 
fearful lest their power should be weakened 
by the introduction of American ideas. They 
never lose an opportunity of warning. their 
flocks of the temporal and K 
which threaten him wha goes forth.

The quiet-looking man is one of the 
officers whose duty it is to look after new ar- 
rivais from the old country, to see that they 
meet their friends, if they have any such in 
Chicago, and to make sure that they are trans- 
ferred safely to the proper depots, in case 
their journeys lead them still further on. 
One of the more important duties of 
these specially appointed officers is to see 
that the men immigrants are kept away from 
sharners and from saloons, This last is one 
of the most difficult tasks that falis within 
the line of the officer’s duty. Nearly all the 
newcoiners from Continental Europe are ac. 
customed to the daily use of licht wines and

forined by the different nationalities of Chi- 
cago for the relief of theif indigent ‘country- 
men, Immigrantsin the vast majority of 
cases are careful not to leave their homes be- 
hind them unless well assured that they have 
kinsmen or friends who are willing to take 
them in on their arrival in a strange land. 
So it is that it almost always happens that a 
failure to find friends at ence means simply 
that they have moved tosome other part of 
the erty. The societies institute a search and 
the immigrants are soon housed with those 
who are g ad to care for them. 

One hundred thousand immigants reach 
Chieago each year. In the order of numbers 
during the summer months they stand like 
this: Swedes. Norwegians, Irish, Germans. 
and Danes. In winter the order of numerical 
strength changes and runs thus: Germans, 
Norwegians, Swedes, Irish, and Danes, By 
far the greater number of immigrants comes 
from the countries whose inhabitants have 
been named. There are. of course, English- 
men, Bohemians, Spaniards, and Greeks, but 
their numbers are comparatively small. 
Some years ago the Italians flocked to Chica- 
go, but now but few of their faces are seen in 
the groups of new arrivals. The tide of their 
immigration has been ‘turned southward. 
They are good laborers under a hot syn, and

in many places for levee and railroad work 
they are supplanting the pegro. The Scandi- 
navian immigrants show a liking for fleld and 
forest. The vast majority of them go to the 
lumber districts of Wisconsin or to the wheat- 

rowing plains of Minnesota and North Dakota. 
Habit of life has a strong hold upon all the 
incoming nationalities. Those who have lived 
in the cities stay n the American cities; those 
who have lived in the farming districts go to 
the agricultural iands of their newly-adopted 
country. This statement, however, should not 
be made general, for the Irish immigrant, 
whether he comes from town or country, 
seems to prefer to make his new home in the 
larger towns of the United States. Those 


Germans who have not friends already estab- © 


lished in Chicago seem to prefer to follow 
agriculture for a livelihaod. The tickets of 
nine-tenths of them that are examined in Chi- 
cago are for points in the farming lands of 
‘Iowa, Southern Wisconsia, and IIlinois, and 
nearly all the Danes go felds.

It is a remarkable fact that as far as the 
statistics of immigrant arrivals in Chicago 
go the numbers of married and unmarried 
adults are almost equal. Much more than 
one-haif of the Irish immigrants of today are 
young women, | 

There is a woman agent of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union ateach Chicago 
depot. Women traveling alone are her es- 
pec.al care. Although not specifically in- 
trusted with the charge of immigrant women 
these agents look after any cases that may be 
reported to them by the officers. Not long 
ago a Polisn girl reached Chicago penniless. 
She had expected to n.eet frieuds in Chicago 
who were to pay her passage to her destina - 
tion in Wisconsin. The triends did not meet 
her and she was cared for by one of the blue- 
ribboned agents of the W. C. 
ticket to Wisconsin was paid for and not long 
alterward a letter written in gratetul, if some- 
what broken English, came from one of the 
girl’s Wisconsin friends telling of her sate 
arrival, 

A Swedish girl’ bearing a letter to friends 
in Cleveland, O., came West as one of a train 
load of immigrants. Her brother, who was 
to have met her in Cleveland, was 
forced to move to Chicago, and noti- 
fied the steamship agent, who saw that 
the girl obtained trunsportation to this city.

Philadelphia Cali: Conversation is as much 
of an art as it is an accomplishment. It has 
been noted that in América we have plenty of 
talkers but few conversationalists. To con- 
verse well intelligence; backed up with a fair 
knowledge of men and things, is the firet 
requisite, Our greatest scholars are far from 
being our best conversationalists, neither are 
they as a rule good public speakers. 

The most noted English conversationalist 
was the celebrated Dr. Johnson, of whom 
Macaulay, the English historian, said: The 
influence exercised by his conversation was 
altogether without a parallel.“ As Dr. John 
son was a man of eminent learning, our

Johnson is said to have made a sharp dis- 
tinction between taik and conversation, and, 
when speaking of an evening spent in society, 
he once remarked: ‘There was plenty of 
talk but no cunversation.” He was one of a 
class of great literary meu, like Addison and 
Steele, who seem to have gone out of exist- 
ence with the last century. these days 
men of geniua drift into certain narrow 
channels; they concentrate their thoughts on 
some special subject and make that the study 
of a lifetime. 

The result of applying all one’s mental 
powers to one hobby has its advantages, for 
the .subject trea is exhaustively studied, 
every phase of it becomes understood and 
many new and often valuable discoveries 
brought to light and use. When the Call says 
that our greatest men are not good conversa- 
tionalists it means, therefore, the grea 
of the present century, almost all of whom 
are bound up in some special 2 it 
excepts journalists of ability, from fact.

Among the many fine lights along Lake 
Michigan is the new station on the govern- 
ment pier in Chicago Harbor.

Exdest son of Sir Francie Dagdale Aatley, 
Bt., of Everieigh, Sir John was born in Rome 
in 1828, and saw something of rough school- 
ing methods, long before they were reformed: 

I was sent to a place called Aust-on-the Severn, 
neariy opposite Chepstow, Such a school as it 
was, and euch a master! I regret to say that his 
name has escaped my memory, although I have 
the best of reasons for recolleeting him person- 
ally. He was a first-class brute; I can find no 
more suitable term for bim. I was not over 
brilliant, and above all I hated arithmetic, and

Well, I wasn't then so weighty as lam now, but 
the process was not only very painful, but made 
my ears stick out at an angle of forty-five de 

rees, besides rendering me perfectly deaf in my 
fort ear, a calamity from which I still suffer. as 
most of my old friends have probably disoove 
before now. The satisfaction I have in re- 
gard to.this fend in human form is that I have 
every reason to believe that he ended his days in 
a lunatic asylum, and | assuredly think that was 
the best piace for him. 

The boy early displayed a liking for open 
air sports, particularly football, to which he 
took likea young duck to water.

Recollections of the Fips and Levies of 
Our Grandfathers’ Daves. 

„ No one born in this generation in this 
country knuws anything about the old-time 
fips and levies that constituted a large portion 
of the subsidiary coin in circulation as late as 
the breaking out of the civil sar.“ said Col. 
C. A. Pine of the Port Jarvis Gazette, who re- 
members everything. These were Spanish 
coins, and they got into circulation in this 
country through some pecuniary settlement 
between the Governments of the United States 
and Spain. 

„ Fifty years ago very few silver coins [rom 
our mimt were in circulation, especially the 
emailer ones. A few half dollars and dol- 
lars were in use. The Spanish small coins 
were essentially the people's money in those 
days. 
4 The fip represented the one-sixteenth of a 
dollar, the levy one-eighth of a dollar. Fip 
was the abbreviation of an abbreviation of 
five-peuny-bit. When people spoke out the 
who.e of what they meant in talking of a five- 

nny-bit they called it a fippenny-bit, but 
ust fip was sufficient for ordinary, everyday 
transactions. Similarly, folks didn’t often 
say eleveu-penny-bit. They contracted it to 
levy, That is, except in New York State, 
Northeastern Pennsyitanir, and Northern 
New Jersey and New England, where they 
had no use for either eleven-penny-bit or 
levy.

In 
complete fullness of comprehension and of 
rtrayal, American music must be written 
By American composers. The example of 
vorak, day after day working with his 
memories of plantation songs as he did last 
summer, surrounded by the mighty plains of 
the West and filled with their sense of vast- 
ness, is surely a worthy one, and one which 
should be rivh in emulation.

There isan old man in Manchester, En- 
nd, who goes by the name of Gagadig Gig- 


Adab. His original name was John Smith, 


but many years ago he began to brood over 
the possibilities of mistaken identity involved 


in such a common name. The name figured 


frequently in the criminal records, and he be- 


ame abnormally apprehensive lest he might 


be confused with some of these bad .John 
Smiths. At last what he feared so much did 
actually happen. One day the papers 
recorded the capture of an accountant 
fn a bank for embezzlement, and 
through some blunder of the reporter the 
identity of the criminal was confused with 
the above named John Smith, who was also a 
bank accountant. Then and there he deter- 


- mined to assume a name like unto no other 
ever borne by mortal man. 


And in Gagadig 
Gigadab most people will agree that he has 
it. Dickens in his most erratic flights of no- 
menclature never invented anything like it. 
This John Smith was simply out of harmony 
with his environments, and probably asked 
with the fovely and impulsive Juliet: 


What's in a name? that which we call a rose 
By any other name would smell as sweet. 


But where did all the surnames come from? 


“What is or was their significance, or do they 


mean nothing at all? The Greeks, Romans, 
aod ancient Hebrews knew the meaning of 
their nemes, and the youth of those nations 
was ambifious to emulate the ideal con- 
tuined in the name which distinguished him 
as an individual. It was Pythagoras who 
taught that the name bestowed in childhood 
was instrumental in shaping the character in 
after life and that, therefore, the success of 
the people depended largely upon the names 
bestowed upon them in infancy. This may 
have been good doctrine in the philosopher’s 
day and generation, but it will not pass for 
much in this practival age. 
When Surnames Became Hereditary. 

It is an interesting fact that surnames did 
not become generally hereditary until the 
thirteenth century. They were bestowed 
often from the most casual incidents and en- 
vironments, ani from commonplace’ charac- 
teristics and occupations. But they arose 
from sheer necessity, though it is difficult to 
understand why the- same necussity did not 
bring about the same result centuries before. 
It may find explanation in the custom of the 
Scandinavians, prevalent even to this day, 
Which is as follows: Supposing the head of 
the family to be Nels Carlson and that there 
Are two sons in the family. The first son is 

ed Jan, but he takes for a surname not 
Carlson, but Nelson, and is known as Jan Nel- 
son. The second son is named Carl and is 
koown as Carl Nelson, not as Carl Carlson. 
The matter becomes more complicated with 
each succeeding generation, Jan Nelson has

Carl Nelson, on the 
ther hand, has a son whom he names Peter, 


but he is calied Peter Carlson. Here are the 
sons of two brothers with different surnames. 
It is easy to see that the bui ding of a genea-

The origin of some common surnames is 
liar enough.

The name of the gentleman whom Mr. 
Cleveland has twice nominated to the su- 
preme bench, and whose judicial destiny is to 
some degree now in the hands of the Senate, 
is a peculiar one, and was first used in mediz- 
val times. In those days horns were in great 
demand. The hunter, the yeoman, the soldier, 
the rustic, as well as the gentlemen. owned 
horns. The blowing of a horn was an accom- 
plishment. The horn-maker painted on his 
sign the figure of a man blowing a mighty 
horn. When it became fashionable for aman 
to havea sutname the horn-maker took, or 
was giveh by general usage, the name Horn- 
blower. 

The butchers, too, took names from their 
signs, and we have the names Buck, Bul! 
Bullock, Lamb, Roe, and others. It is a 
curious fact that the names Fox and Todd are 
the same in meanmg. Todd, frequent y 
spelled Todde in the old Saxon books, is of 
Scandinavian origin and 1 oggred meant a 
bush. Then it was applied to the fox, be- 
cause, probably, of its bushy tail. The two 
names doubtless came to be used as family 
uames through the medium of business signs. 


Gen, Sherman's Friend, Maj. Schurts 


This matter of mixing one’s business with 
one’s surname brings to mind an amusing 
story that is told of Gen. Sherman, About 
three or four years ago Gen. Sherman gave 
an order to a well-known gentiemen’s furnish- 
er of Washington for a dozen sbirts. In due 
time the shirts were delivered and a check for 
che amount was received by the shirtmaker.

In the days of surname making.the birds of 
the forest came in for recognition as weil as 
the fish of the sea and the beasts of the field, 
in evidence of which these names of the 
feathery tribe are offered: Wren, Sparrow, 
Hawke, Dove, Swan, Nightingale, Finch, Bull- 
finch, Jay,Crane, Drake, Partridge, Woodcock, 
Peacock, The majority of them came from 
the painted s.gns of the hucksters, though 
some may have originated in some trivial 
characteristic or incident. 

A curious custom which was prevalent 
among our ancestors,even as late as the 
seventeenth century, gave rise to a large num- 
ber of surnames. It was the custom of wear- 
ing patches ou the face, which originated with 
the iadies of the court who wore plaster 
(hence the word court-plaster) cut “into tne 
shape of crescents, stars, circies, diamonds. 
hearts, Crosses, and some went so far as to 
patch their faces witb a coach and four, a ship 
in fu.) sal, a chateau. and many such things. 
From this cur.ous circumstance came the 
names Cross, Snip, Casties, Trump, Shear, 
Clock, Couiter, Sickies, Vane, Pear, Fiagg, 
Crow, Crabb, etc. 

A considerab.e number of surnames are de- 
rived from the occupations in which the orig 
inal holders of the names engaged. The 
Wympiers made wimpies or neckerchiefs fu: 
the women. The Hunters. of course,were the 
Nimrods of medieval England, and the 
Bakers were those who furn.shea loaves to 
satisfy Engiand’s hunger. The Baxters, how- 
ever, owe their name to those piucky English 
dames who did not hesitate to earn a liveii- 
hood by thrusting bariey in ovens, even 
though their toil guve them the name o. 
„ bakester.“ Of course the Mercers were 
orig.naliy merchants. Every cathedral! had 
its Séaton«, Gardeners, Turners oi beuds for 
prayer, Masons, Painters,Carpenters, Gildere, 
and Carvers, aud these assumed the name ol 
their respective trades for their surnames. 
So also of the Joiners, Sawyers, Farmers, Sad- 
lers, Bowyers (bowmakers), Archers, Wheel 
ers (wheelmakers), Ropers (ropemakers). 
Plumers (feather workers). 


Origin of the Websters. 


The Websters can trace their origin to 
* some gentle and humble Saxon dame who 

lied the shuttle day oy day. thus winning ap 

onest iiving and a surname for her progeny. 
The Webber or Weber was a wean ver 
originally. Tucker was also a weaver. Ihe 
Bowers were as much a part of the equipment 
of an English monastery as the prie-t or the 
baker. ‘Lhe fact that we have Brewster as a 
surname is evidence that the brewers’ art was 
also in the hands of the women. Tyler is 
from the French tailleur, a cutter, and comes 
more directiy from the terminology of tree. 
masonry and is applied to the indiv.dual who, 
with drawn sword, guards the door of the 
loage. The Woodward was the keeper or 
warden of the forest, and the Woodruff was 
the master of the wood, The name Steward 
was originaliy writtem Stiweard and meant 
the warden of the sties or cattie-pens—a rather 
humble origin. The Chand.er or Caudler, a 
different spelling of the same name, got a 
surname from his occupation as candiemaker. 
The difference between Parker and Forester 
or Foster was that the former was the keeper 
of the inciosed wood, while the latter was an 
inhabitant of the open wild wood. A privileged 
character in medieval society was the Palmer 
who bore a palm leaf in token of his having 
been on 4 pilgrimage to the holy land. 
Sanders is supposed to de a corruption of thie 
Greek Chistian name Alexander, but a more 
reasonabie theory is that it was the surname 
of a eller of sanders or sandal wood. Howard 
and Hayward are corruptions of hogwarden, 
an Officer whose duty it was to see that the 
swine in the common forest pastures were 
duly provided with rings and were prevented 
from straying. Spencer means a short-jacket, 
though the proper meaning of the word Spen- 
ser isa.clerk in the kitchen, a spender or 
caterer, 

A good list of names is derived from civil 
offices, such as Kings, Queens, Princes, Earls, 
Lords, Barons, pages, Dukes, constables, 
< wy and soon. Others come from places 
of residence, as Stackhouse, Morehouse, Syd- 
ney, Seymour, Semple, Bancroft, Westley, 
Ashley, Oakley, Berkeley, Kirkby, Rugby, 
Nasby. From the old Roman strata, or paved 
roads, we get the surnames Stradley and 
Streatley. heatley meant a meadow which 
had been cléared and planted in wheat. Dud- 
ley, coin pounded of dud—a rag—and the end- 
ing ley, meant a rag-meadow. Ludlow means 
the people's hill, a place of meetings. 

One can almost believe that at a time when 
it seems that the supply of names was nearly 
exhausted it was decreed that all those who 
had not received a surname should be called 
Smith. As indicatmg how a trifling circum- 
stance may furnish materials for a surname 
Walter Besant quotes “a curious little story 
of an incident which happened during the 
reign of King James I. ne day in Bishop- 
gate Ward a poor man named Richard Atkin- 
son going to remove a heap of sea - coal ashes in 
his wheelbarrow discovered lying in the ashes 
the body of a newly-born child. -It was still 
breathing, so he carried it to his wife, who 
washed it, fed it, and restored it to life. The 
child was a goodly and well-formed boy, 
strong and well-featured, without blem- 
ish or spot upon his body. They 
christened the child at St. Helen’s Church by 
a name which should cause him to remember 
all through his life his remarkable origin. 
They called him, in fact, Job Cinere Ex- 
tractus. A noble name, for the sake uf which 
alone he should have lived. What an an- 
cestor'to have had! How delightful to be a 
Cinere Extractus! Who would not wish to 
belong to such a family and point to the ash 
heap as the origin of the first Cinere Ex- 
tractus? Nothing like it in history since the 
creation ot Adam himself! What a coat of 
arms! Ona shield azure, an ash heap per, 
with supporters of two dustmen with shovels; 
for crest, a sieve; motto, like that of the 
Courtneys, **Quo Descensus? Poor little 
dob Cinere Extractus diea three days after- 
ward, however, and now lies bu¥ied in St.

He ac- 
cepted the place and served until Sept. 24, 
1884, when he was appointed Secretary of 
the Treasury to succeed Charles J. Folger, 
deceased, and March 4, 1893, he became 
Secretary of State in Mr. Cleveland’s Cabi- 
net. His first appointment in Arthur’s Cabi- | 
net precipitated a fierce factional contest in 
Indiana politics, the outcome of which was 


the election of Beajamin Harrison ‘to the 


Presidency.

It is a strange fact that 
Mr. Foster was at the head of President

When these veterans receive their medals of 


honor they can very justly be proud of them, 
for only a limited number have been struck 
off at the mints of the United States since the 
first issue in 1862. At that time Congress 
authorized the President to cause 2,000 of 
these medals of honor to be prepared with 
suitable emblematic devices to be presented 
to such ;non-commissioned officers anc pri- 
vates who should most distinguish themselves 
by gallantry in action and other soldier-like 
qualities. Subsequently about a year later 
am additional issue of medals was authorized 
for presentation to officers, non-commissioned 
officers, and privates who had most disting- 
uished themselves in action. 

It was the original intention that this medal 
should be formed of condemned cannon capt- 
ured from the enemy, but the gun metal 
could not be profitably or conveniently used 
by the Unjted States mints, and the project 
was consequently abandoned. Instead, how- 
ever,a bronze composition was utilized,which 
served every purpose and made up a medal 
which only veterans of the late civil war can 
fully appreciate. 

Should any one doubt the genuineness of a 
medal of honor it is a very easy matter to 
pick out the real from the counterfeit, for on 
the reverse of a medal of honor the following 
words are engraved: The Congress to 
(giving.name and rank of the person to whom 

medal is awarded and the date of the 
conspicuous service for which the award is 


made). | 
Under the acts of Congress passed in 1862 
and 18638 about 1,500 of these medals have

The constellation 
Libra (the Scales), though reckoned by the 
ancient Egyptians, appears to have been 
dropped by the Greek astronomers, and when 
it was restored to the zodiac, as one of the 
astronomicki honors accorded the Emperor 
Augustus, it was made up of stars taken from 


the Virgin and the Scorpion, between which 


it was placed. 

The whole of this star-bespangled region is 
rich in objects suited fora small telescope— 
double stars, star clusters, and nebulz—and 
even with an opera glass one may pick up 
here many little gems in the shape of star 
clusters which wholly elude the vision of the 
naked eye. Antares, the ** Ssorpion’s Heart.“ 
is itself a fine object for the opera glass, which 
brings out its ruddy color into strong con- 
trast with the prevailing white of the sur- 
rounding stars. Thethird star below and a 


little to the left of Antares (as shown on the 


planisphere), Mu Scorpionis, is a double star 
quite within the range of an opera glass, and 
it will give one who bas not the use of a 
larger instrument a good idea of howa double 
star appears in a telescope. 

Sagittarius, the Archer. - 


To the left of the Scorpion is Sagittarius, 
the Archer, now only in part above the hori- 
ton. Sagittarius is represented on celestial 
charts as a centaur—a monster half horse 
and half human—drawing a bow and, appar- 
ently, in the act of slaughtering the now 
harmiess Scorpion. Thus drawn, the constel- 
lation is hopeiessly imaginary. N. othing bear- 

the faintest resemblance to this fanci- 

figure can be detected here. And yet 
With the aid of a little imagination one 
Can readily make out what may have 
been the germ of the c»nstellation 
in a quite noticeable little group of 
sight or ten stars, which are suggestive of a 
horse with a rider on his back. ‘The figure is 
exceedingly crude, to be sure—such a horse 
and man as a school boy might draw upon his 
slate; still the group is so striking that it 
could hardly be overlooked by one who had 
set himself to searching for animal shapes 
among the stars. It forms the bow and the 
arrow of the actual constellation. 

Five of the stars of the little group referred 
to—the five on the left hand—form the figure 
ofa dipper with a short handle. This is the 
Miik Dipper.

Surrender the secret of its distance from us. 


The exceedingly deiicate measurements re- 
quired were successfully made by Bessel, 
some fifty years ago. distances of some 
sixty or seventy stars are now known, with a 
greater or lees margin of uncertainty. Of 
these 61 Cygni is with one exception the near- 
est. Ita distance is now reckoned as about 
400,000 times that of the sun. Light travel- 
ing at the enormous rate of 186,000 miles a 
second requires about seven years to flash 
across the space intervening between this star 
and us. ‘The star is double, and some impres- 
sion of ite remoteness will be received when 
it is said that, although it appears single to 
the naked eye and even through a telescope 
of only moderate power, its two component 
suns are really about 5,000 million miles 
apart, 
In the Head of the Swan. 


The star in the head of the swan, or the foot 
of the cross, is Beta Cygni. Itis one of the 
most beautiful of colored doubles. It can 
be separated with a good field-giass, or at 
any rate with an ordinary “ spy-giass,”’ if a 
pecs one. its components are yellow and 

ue, 

Above the swan is the Lyre, chiefly dis- 

tinguished from its containing one of the 
brightest stats in the northern hers iephare-- 
Vega. or Alpha Lyre. Above the Lyre, and 
nearly overhead, is the constellation Her- 
cules. Like Ophiuchus, Hercules is not a 
striking consteliation as a whole, but it con- 
tains some groups of stars that are easily 
recognized. The trapezium, which forms a 
part of the body, is a striking figure, as is also 
tho line of five stars which forms the left 
arm, ‘ 
Hercules is represented in a kneeling post- 
ure, his left foot above the head of the Dragon. 
An old Greek name for this constellation was 
Engonasin, which signifies on his knees, 
or the kneeler.“ By this name only was it 
known to Aratus, apparently. since he states 
expressly that who he is or what is the cause 
of his humiliation are unknown.“ As Her- 
cules, he grasps in his left hand the three- 
headed dog Cerberus, upon whom he seems 
about to administer merited castigation with 
the club uplifted in his right hand. The head 
of Hercules is close beside that of Ophiuchus, 
and these two stars, together with the pair in 
the left shoulder of Ophiuchus, from a group 
easily recognized. 
A small circle on the planisphere shows the 
position of the beautiful star cluster in Her- 
cules. An opera glass reveals it as a blurred 
and indistinct star. To bring out its full 
beauties a powerful telescope ie needed. Note 
that it is on the western side of the trapezium 
mentioned above, 


Among the Planets, 


Mercury will not be visible during this 
month. Venus is still a brilliant morning 
star, rising about two hours before the sun. 

Mars has become an evening star and now 
rises at about 11 p. m. In a month or two he 
will have become one of the most attractive 
objects in our evening skies. The opposi- 
tion of the planet—the time at which the 
earth passes directly between it and the sun, 
and when, consequently, we are the nearest to 
it—will occur Oct. 20. Mars will then be in 
an especially favorable position for observers 
in the northern hemisphere. Although his 
distance from us will somewhat 
greater than it was at the time of the 
jast opposition, in August, 1892, the in- 
crease of distance will be more than 
offset by his greater elevation above the hori- 
zon. e may look for much additional in- 
formation respecting this favorite planet. 

Jupiter and Neptune are both morning 
stars, the former about midway between 
Venus and the sun; the latter between Jupiter 
and Venus. 

Saturn and Uranus. are evening stars, and 
are both above the horizon at 9 p. m. in the 
positions shown on the planisphere.

“When from this point ot departure we view 
the career of M. Jules Simon unfold itself we are 
led to conclude,” says M. Frust Daudet, “ that 
his life was one of comparative ease, We do not 
860 in it those long strokes of the of destiny 
which take a man to the lowest dep that they 
e only to 
brutally hurl him from the it. He has 
known neither the lofty pinnacles whence one 
commands the people nor has he seen the pro- 
founder depths o under his fegt amid the 
shocks of resoun catastrophe te which the 
future will give an epic and legendaty character. 
More simple is his part, and, although he has 

an active participant in the most stirring 
events of his time, he has played no decisive role 
therein. Writer, professor, philosopher, he has 
plowed his furrow without ceasing a: single day 
to shaw himself worthy of his success; a poli- 
tician, ardent, passionate in his demands, he has 
incurred the resentment of his adversaries, never 
their contempt. He has never been guilty of 
apostasy, has not worshiped what he had 
formerly reviled, nor reviled what he formerly 
worshiped: he has not made himself an instru- 
ment in the hand of any dictator; he has fought 
tyranny without ceasing; he has neyer taken ad- 
vantage of the conquered nor flattered the con- 


work he owes eVerything, nothing to intrigue. 
Whatever position he may have ocenpied it can 


be said by no one that he did not merit it. It. 


seems to us that no finer eulogy co be woven 
for any man. When, in spite of his youth, he 
stepped into one of the chaits of the Sorbonne 
he was worthy of it. There, as everywhere else, 
he was a liberal and a moderate. Havina 
a hand in all the great events which 
for the last thirty years (now forty}have unfold 
ed themselves in his native land, taking part 
with varying fortune inthe most moving episodes 
of the national life, in turn professor, politician, 
statesman, as often conquered as conqueror, 
there is one cause which M. Jules Simon has 
never deserted, the cause, holy above all, the 
cause of liberty. He defended it in his chair at 
the Sorbonne at the dawn of his brilliant career. 
as he defended it toward the evening of his life 
of arduous labor from the tribune of the Luxem- 
bourg. He defenied it, too, when, ignoring his 
own dearest interests, he protes against the 
coup d'état of December; and it was of this 
cause thathe made himself the thampion at 
Bordeaux on the morrow of our revetses, when he 
compelled M. Gambetta toresign the dictator- 
ship. This passionate love of liberty, the domi- 
nant feature of his public life, of which one finds 
abundant evidence in his actions as in his books, 
is che honor of his old age. And it will be his 
chief monument. 


— 
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He was first elected to the Chamber of Dop- 
uties in 1848, taking his seat with the Moderate 
Left. After the coup d'état he refused the oath 
of allegiance to the empire and became ore of 
the most popular leaders of the Republican 
party. He was Minister of Public Instruction in 
the Government of National Defense, from which 
post he resigned in 1878, owing to the violent 
opposition of the Clerical party to his measures 
dealing with secondary education. He then bo- 
came the leader of the Republican Left. In 1875 
he was elected life Senator; in 1876 he became 
Prime Minister, with. the portfolio of the In- 
terior. His liberal attitude toward the press was 
resented by President MacMahon and the Right 
and he resiened. Itis needless ta recount here 
the circumstances connected with this resigna- 
tion, in which the Marshal did not appear to ad- 
vantage. There is one episode, however, which I 
cannot pass by: : 

When a Minister of the Interior retires he is 


‘ obliged to submit for the approval of the head of 


the State an account showing the use he has 
made of the secret funds during the period of his 
administration. M. Simon, not wisbing to put in 
another appearance at the Elysée. sent this ac- 
count by hisson. Marshal MacMahon took the 
statement and, immediately attaching to it his 
signature, which released the Minister who had 
resigned, remarked to the latter’s son and repre- 
sentative: 

Lou are witness that I sign these papers with- 
out looking at them.“ 

Later President MacMahon acquaints M. 
Simon with the composition of the new Cabinet, 
writing him: Tou are the first to whom I wish 
to make known the names of the men whom 
I have chosen to succeed you.“ 

I have recounted these two episodes to show 
the confidence and esteem in which M. Jules 
Simon was and is held even by those whom he 
antagonized in the interest of liberty and the 
rights of the people. 

If, then, there is a man living today whose 
knowledge and experience coupled with his 
record entitle him to the esteem and absolute 
confidence of the workitigman, it is Jules Simon. 
He has devoted himself to the study of the social 
organization, of the interests of the poor, of 
ways and means for ameliorating the condition 
of the workingman, with thé result that he has 
become popular with that class which look with 
suspicion upon all outside their ranks who mani- 
fest an interest in them. 

A liberal in the highest sense; of the word, in 
religion as well as politics, but always a mod- 
vrate,” he has commanded the respect and es- 
teem of both parties to thé religious controver- 
sies which in Catholic countries have threatened 
to develop into open violence. In Belgium, ia 
1856, such a controversy was bitterly waged be- 
tween the Catholics and the Liberals. 

“On one side,” says M. Ernest Daudet, was 
the opiscopate asking for the fight, defending 
the ultramontane idea; on the other the univer- 
sities, demanding the right Of free thought and 
its free expression. The University of Gand. es- 
pecially, was hotly engaged in the combat. In 
the town, divided into two camps, recriminations 
and quarrels were only kept aflame by the con- 
tinuance of these controversies, the most illustri- 
ous professors not wishing to let pass without 
response the letters of the episcopate and re- 
sponding to them with bitter passion.

At this juncture the Burgomaster of Gand con- 
ceived the idea of addressing himself to M. 
Jules Simon, whose authority was already great 
in Belgium, and of inviting him to come and con- 
tribute to the pacification of the country by mak- 
ing, in the name of one party, the answer which 
had to be made to the other, and by bringing into 
his argument that moderation, in matter and 
form, whichis impossible in cbmbatants them- 
selves. 

M. Jules Simon hesitated a moment. He could 
only take the liberal side, But he feared they 
would find him too impartial, too calm, too ro- 
spectfal of the rights of all. The Burgomaster 
assured him that he would be listened to; he ac 
cepted the invitation and delivered at Gand the 
four lectures published under the title of “The 
Liberty of Conscience.” His success was com- 
plete and the end attained. 

Other works bear testimony to this spirit of 
fairness, profound interest in the people, and 
love of liberty combined with respect for law; 
notably Civil Liberty.) The Workingman,” 
„Work,“ The School,” “ Natural Religion,” 
“ God. Country, and Liberty.” 

In the mouth of a man who is the acknowl- 
edged friend of the workingman, who fron: his 
experience, moderation, and fairness is called 
in to settle and does settle a bitter religious con- 
troversy, the condemnation of the strike-leader 
should be accepted as a just judgment and in the 
best interest of the large class whose welfare 
Jules Simon has always had at heart. The great 
value of the following article, translated from 
the French of Jules Simon, lies in the character 
of its author.

his hands believe him to be experienced and com- 


petent, His experience (as a workman), which 


was at some time suddenly ent short (for what 
reason we need not now inquire), makes him ao 
quainted with conditions as they may have ex 
isted at some time in the past and misleads 
as to the present. : 

For two reasons he is not fit to hold the reins; 
for he harbors an old grudge against employers, 
and. feeling himself independent, he takes the 
keenest pleasure in defying and provoking them. 
Once chosen leader he feels himself raised above 
the rank of the workingman; he ranks with a 
higher class. True he continues to wear a blouse 
(in France), but this is only to make himself con- 
spicuous. Ho has become a member of the bour 
geois, and a member in most comfortable cireum- 
stances. On the railways he travels first-class, 
and at home a citizen blacks his boots, 
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This gentleman, whom the workingmen now | 


load with indulgonce, although not fond of 
those who raise themselves from their ranks, 
makes himself particularity odious to employers, 
Possibly he has at some former time been dis 
missed from some workshop. One of two things; 
he has been dismissed for cause, and in that case, 
a poor workman, he can make but 4 poor master 
or leader; or he has been unjustly discharged, 
and out of revenge against his former employer 
he inflicts upon him the loss and aggravation of 
a strike. In ev way the presence of buch 3 
leader adds to the difficulties. In the case first 
supposed it is an outrage, in the second, at the 
very best, a source of weakness to his fol- 
lowers. How is it possible that 
employers should have any other feel 
ing than that of animosity against the 
organizers of strikes? They look upon them as 
the organizers of ruin. The best disposed em- 
ployers, who would readily come to terms with 
their workmen, will never do so. with this 
stranger, this man-in-the-air, irresponsible in 
every respect. They do not wish to nor can they 
do 80. They do not wish to, for they are in a 
state of sore irritation. They cannot, because he 
employs every means to raise difficulties'to pro- 
vent terms of any kind being agreed upon, He is 
there to urge on the war, not to bring about a 
reconciliation. The manifest interest of em- 
ployers and workmen alike is to end the strike; 
his was, first to bring it about, now to prolong it. 

The Constitutional Assembly (in the days of 
the Revolution) abolished all corporations to the 
great applause of the nation and of the philos- 
ophers. So far was the doctrine carried that 
not even the clergy or the académies escaped ex- 
tinction. The suppression of the academies, 
bowever, was an event which was not anticipated 
by the authors of the encyclopedic (alse leaders 
in the Revolution). It togk two years to wipe 
out the last vestiges of the corporations, after 
which ten years were cousumed in reéstablishing 
in part what had been so ruthlessiy destroyed. 
Only such corporations as seemed te be most 
intimately connected with the needs of the peo- 
ple—the butcher, baker, ete.—were reGstablished ; 
and in another order of ideas the printers. 
They were governed by à code of rules, had cer- 
tain privileges and honorary membership. My 
friend, M. Bethmon, whose son died first President 
of the Cour des Comptes, was an honorary mem- 
ber of the Society of Butchers, and hia name ap 
peared so in the Annual in that capacity. He 
was, however, the attorney of the association, 
but only its attorney in the sense that he took 
charge of any litigution inwhich the association 
was involved. The honorary butcher was not the 
„ honorary workman ”’ cf today. 

The actual heads of the miners’ associations 
are not lawyers, nor are they even miners. What 
business have they, then, in these associations? 

„What have we to do here? they retort. 

“ Why, our business is to sacrifice ourselves for 
out fellow-men !”’ 

O no! candid and generous friends, you do not 
sacrifice yourselves at all in the way son claim. 
Your business is rather to drive others to sacri- 
fice themselves for you, which is not quite the 
same thing. You make thesufferings of your fol- 
lowers unspeakably greater by side-tracking 
every idea of reconciliation betweon them and 
their employers, and by-fanning int» a white heat 
the anger of the latter with your incendiary 
theories. To be perfeetly frank, I do not believe 
your followers are in sympathy with you, and 
that, while following your leadership, théy actu- 
ally heap curses on your head, 

„ 
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Workmen! Friends! I appeal to yon not to 
follow these leaders. They are all deceiving 
you. Put no faith in the aid which they promise 
to bring you tomorrows Thet tomorrow will 
novor come. You may have assistance for the 
first few days to set the wheels in motion for the 
grinding of somebody’s ax, But whio furnishes 
this assistance? Itistiot always well to enter 
into this question. Inadequate help, quickly ex- 
hausted, only perverts a strike from what may 


ehave been its original object and transforms it 


into social war. It is useless to disguise this 
help under false names. Such help is and can be 
but one of two things, a weapon forthe prosecu- 
taon of this war, oralms. Without help the story 
of any strike may be written in advance. The 
workman (in France) consumes his savings in the 
first fortnight, in the second he exhausts his 
credit, and in the third he stands upon the brink 
of starvation, 

When work is resumed the workman finds him- 
self under a load of debt, to pay whiich from his 
scanty savings he must struggle for years—per- 
haps the rest of his life. This is the result of a 
strike, without taking into consideration the 
blows given and received, legal penalties in- 
curred by overt violations of law, fines and per 


haps heavier penalties, workshops closed, great 


industries strangled, the source ef charitable 
work dried up, in short, hell on earth. 

During all this time your strike leader sits 
perched aloft and never ceases to cry ont, “ No 
compromise with the Amalekites ; no weakening !”’ 
He even succeeds in persuading his followers 
that hunger is alight affliction which one can 
bear indefinitely. 

I can compare the strike leader to nothing bet- 
ter than the shyster lawyer, who, instead of con- 
fining himself to legitimate argument apd resort- 
ing if necessary to the plea of extenuating cir- 
cumstances, attacks society, of which the court 
is one institution, securing atone andthe same 
time a cheap popularity for hiniself with the 
“gallery” and certain judgment against his 
client. 

Imagine yourself in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection ; the sitting has just come to an end. The 
two associates—lawyer and criminal—for such 
they are—are making their adieus to each 
other. They have played their rdle well before 
the public. Society, the community at large, 
has suffered a grievous wound from the harangue 
of the character of the one to which we have
